EVASIVE SPEECH BY GOVERNOR. 


Springfield, III., Oct. 27.—[Special.]—Gov- 
grnor Tanner this afternoon let loose the 
wials of his wrath on the heads of the Chi- 


- gago newspapers, and told the committee of 


citizens which called on him relative to a 


" gpecial session of the Legislature to pass a 


new revenue law that these papers were to 
blame if no such session were held. 

Personally, he said, he,recognized the ur- 
gent need of some legislation of the char- 
acter indicated, but asserted he did not 
think the members of the General Assembly 
would feel disposed to enact it, even if called 
together, on account of the remarks printed 
m the Chicago dailies regarding their antics 
here in Springfield last winter. 

In this connection Governor Tanner him- 
self, for the first time since the signing of 
the Allen bill, gave utterance to the idea 
‘that perhaps he was influenced by other 
than public motives in the approval of legis- 
lative acts when he said: “And when a 
measure of which they [the Chicago news- 
papers] disapprove reaches the Executive 
they say, if he signs it, he does so for a con- 
sideration.” 


Corruption of Assessors. 
During the interview between the Gov- 


- g@rnor and the committee the matter of Chi- 


© 


cago Assessors accepting bribes in consid- 
eration of reducing individual assessment 
came up for a good part of the discussion. 
The Governor introduced the matter by 
asking: 

“Is it not a fact that it is a common 
occurrence in Chicago for big business 
houses to submit to blackmail from the 
Assessors, fearing if they do not they will 
be taxed out of existence? I am satisfied 
myself such is the case.“ “ 

In answer almost every, member of the 
committee came forward with a tale of how 
much had been paid Assessors in order to 
secure reduced valuation of property, and a 
mass of evidence was produced which, if 
properly introduced and sworn to in court, 
would aumce to send half a dozen Chicago 

ns of greater or less degree to the 
ary. No names, however, were 
, although most of the instances 
ven were located on the South Side. 

In other arguments relating to inequita- 
ble and partial assessments the name and 
methods of Assessor Gunning of the South 
Town were mentioned in anything but a 
complimentary manner. 

At the close of the interview Governor 
Tanner said: 

| We are all agreed on the necessity for 
A new revenue law. The question is, Can 
we get it? The bill introduced in the last 
Legislature would have passed had it not 
been for the clause providing for the real 
vaiue of the property being put down in 
One column and its assessed value, one- 
fifth of the first, in a parallel column. That 
was a fatal error. The result would have 
been in southern Illinois, where property 
Js assessed at 40 per cent of its real value, 
either there would not have been money 
cnough to run the local government or else 

. Assessors would have had to put the as- 
sessed real value at 400 per cent of what it 
really was. That would be an impossibility. 


Advocates a New Constitution. 


“It is difficult to pass a measure like the 
one you want amidst the trading of a gen- 
eral session. We all know there has never 
yet been a enue law passed at a regular 
session either in Congress or the Illinois 
Legislature. It is the most difficult legisla- 
tion necessary, as it affects the interests of 
almost every one. 

We hav outgrown our State constitu- 
tion. In 1872, when it was passed, the most 
enthusiastic. optimist never imagined the 
Chicago of tdgy. We need a new constitu- 
tion. We can’t amend the old one as fast 
as we outgrow it. 

When the constitution is changed then 
the revenue law would have to be changed 
‘also. Under the present constitution, how- 
ever, if you go much outside of the recom- 
mendation made in my inaugural you will 
probably rise legal questions which might 
cause you trouble in the Supreme Court.” 
The Governor then outlined four points 
to which he said a new revenue law must be 
confined in order to meet with his approval. 
It must extend the time of making the as- 


 gessment so as to give the Assessor an op- 


portunity to perform the necessary physical 
work. It must provide for a. Board of Re- 
view to correct any unfairness or inequality 
m thé Assessor’s work. The assessments, 
when made, must be published before being 


- finally confirmed so that the taxpayers can 


discover inequalities. The law must be con- 
fined to cities of a population of 25,000 and

CIGARET CAUSES: 1 fl 


Loss TO THE WABASH RAILROAD OF | 


$800,000 AT ST. LOUIS. 


— — 


Records of the General Offices Are En- 
tirely Destroyed—Narrow Es@ape of 
Seven Young Women—Elevator at 
Buffalo Consumed Because of a 
Spark from a Passing Tug—Heavy 
Damage to the Woelfel Tannery at 
Morris, III. 


St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 27.—A lighted cigaret 
dropped by a thoughtless clerk is supposed 
to have caused the fire which this afternoon 
practically gutted the white stone building 
at the corner of Seventh and Chestnut 
streets, occupied by the general offices of the 
Wabash railroad. At 1:25 o'clock, just after 
the clerks had returned from their noon re- 
cess and were beginning to work, a police- 
man noticed a small tongue of flame shoot 
from a window in the fifth story of the build- 
ing, which was used as a storage attic. A 
puff of dense black smoke followed, and the 
officer rushed into the building, shouting the 
alarm. Instantly there was a confused rush 
for every means of exit. Fortunately the 
stairways were wide. 

The attic was stored with old papers and 
documents, and within five minutes was a 
roaring furnace. During all this excitement 
seven young women, employed in one of the 
inner mailing-rooms on the fourth floor, had 
not been notified and were still working, un- 
conscious of their peril. When they did dis- 
cover their situation they found it was im- 
possible to reach the stairs, as the stairway 
was burning fiercely. They appéared at the 
windows and a cry went up from the streets. 

The fire escape!“ shouted the crowd, and 
the young women, comprehending, disap- 
peared and a moment later climbed out on 
the iron platform ot the escape. They hesi- 
tated, but the advancing flames gave them 
determination, and they started on their 
descent, reaching the street in safety, asa 
thundering cheer went up. 


Electric Wires Cause Trouble. 

Fire Chief Swingley sent in a general 
alarm, but owing to the narrowness of the 
street and the network of wires it required 
fifteen minutes to hoist and train the stand- 
pipes. 

By this time the two top floors of the 
building were doomed and it was apparent 
that the fire had gained such headway that 
the entire Building must go. An order was 
given to cut the electric wires. Dense 
throngs blocked every thoroughfare. With- 
out warning the wires were clipped and in an 
instant the throngs were madly falling back 
as flashes of blue and yellow lightning sput- 
tered from the ends of the deadly trolley 
wires that came falling to the ground. No- 
body was injured, but a wire struck a fire 
horse, killing it in its tracks. 

A. R. Field, a clerk, was carrying some 
books from the first floor when the crash 
came. Flying débris struck him on the 
head. His injuries may prove fatal. 3 

At 5 o’clock, when the fire was extin- 
guished, nothing was left of the two top 
fioors but the broken walls, whilethe three 
lower floors suffered damage from wafer and 
falling débris. The fire came so suddenly 
that the Wabash company was prevented 
from saving anything. Every record in the 
office of the Chief“Prginter; rights of way, 
real estate deeds, and surveys of every de- 
scription were destroyed. An officer of the 
company estimates their loss at 3500, 000. 
Real estate men place the damage to the 
building at $300,000. 


Heavy Loss at Buffalo, N. Y. 

Buffalo, N. Y., Oct. 27.—Fire destroyed the 
Sturges Elevator this afternoon. The blaze 
was caused by a dust explosion, which is said 
to have been set off by sparks from a tug. 
This is a Lehigh house, though owned by a 
Buffalo corporation. It had a capacity of 
300,000 bushels, and was one of the most ac- 
tive of the older houses. The Sturges con- 
tained about 250,000 bushels of grain, but, 
as nearly half of this was oats, the loss will 
not exceed $100,000, while the building is 
worth an equal amount. The Sturges was 
bought some years ago of the Sturges estate 
of Chicago. 


Tanneries Burned at Morris, III. 

Morris, III., Oct. 27.—[Special.]—The most 
destructive fire in this region for many 
years occurred today: when the Woelfel 
Leather company, which has retail stores 
in San Francisco, Chicago, and Boston, and 
owned one of the largest tanneries in the 
country, lost its manufacturing plant lo- 
cated in this city. The establishment was 


worth about $350,000, the loss amounting 


to about $225,000. The fire originated in 
the tallow sheds. The plant was insured 
for $140,000. : 


Hotels Destroyed in Wisconsin. 

Merrill, Wis., Oct. 27.— [Special. I This 
morning the Lincoln Hotel, the best known 
and oldest hostelry in the city, burned to 
the ground. There were many narrow 
escapes on the part of the guests and the 
proprietors, but no lives were lost. The 
value of the furniture and building is about 
$15,000. 

Robert Rossman nearly lost his life by re- 
turning to the burning building after effect- 
ing an escape, to recover something. He 
was dragged out by Charles Quinn in an un- 
conscious condition. 

Antigo, Wis., Oct. 27.%[Special.]—The 
Commercial House was burned last night. 
It was vacant and the fire is believed to 
have been of incendiary origin. The owner 
is P. J. Koelzer. The loss is about $7,000. 

Oshkosh, Wis., Oct. 27.—[Special.]—Three 
firemen were badly hurt by an explosion of 


steam and gas during the burning of the | 


Fowler House this thorning. The injured: 
John O’Connell, several deep scalp wounds, 
shoulder dislocated, and serious bruises; 
Ed Wallace, knee and ankle crushed; Will- 
iam Johnson, scalp: wounds and bruises. 
The property was vacant and the damage is 
placed at about $3,500, covered by insurance, 

Quincy, III., Oct. 27.—[Special.]~—The Bon- 
nett & Nance stove foundry was burned to- 
night. The loss is $60,000; insurance, $50,000.

CHICAGO DELEGATION TO THE RELIEF OF TAMMANY. | 
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A-GOING AND A COMING. 


ELSIE BASELER i 
CHARGED WITH 
STEALING $1,500. 


Girl, Twenty-one Years Old, Under Ar- 
rest for the Larceny of Valuable 
Jewelry and Money. 


Elsie Baseler, 21 years old, a well-educated 
German, is locked up at the annex of the 
Harrison Street Station charged with rob- 
bing several of her friends of money and 
jewelry to the value of $1,500. 

The complainants against Miss Baseler are 
Miss E. T. Pridat, 915 Sheffield avenue; Mrs. 
M. Lambrecht, 144 South Campbell avenue; 
and Charles V. Wohlhueter, 1739 Arlington 
place. | 

Miss Baseler was educated in a convent. 
A few years ago her mother died, and since 
that time she says her father, who formerly 
owned a drug store at Wells and Division 
streets, has meglected her, and she has 
been compelled to depend largely upon the 
charity ef her mother’s friends for support. 
She has spent much of her time in the home 
of Miss.Pridat; who nw charges her with 
the larceny of $19. 

She frequently visited at the homes of 
Mrs. Lambrecht and Mr. Wohlhueter, and 1s 
said to have stolen jewelry valued at $200 
from the former and $1,200 worth from the 
latter. 

Two months ago Miss Baseler suddenly 
dropped out of sight, and immediately there- 
after her frtends discovered the loss of their 
jewelry and money. They reported the 
matter at detective headquarters and De- 
tective Sergeants Corbus and Flaherty were 
furnished with warrants for the young 
woman's arrest. 

Nothing was learned of her whereabouts 
until yesterday, however, when she called 
at the house of Miss Pridat. She was en- 
tertained there until a telephone message 
was sent to police headquarters and De- 
tectives Corbus and Flaherty hurried to 
the house and placed her under arrest. 

When the young woman was taken to 
the station she broke down and between 
her sobs confessed her guilt. She said she 
had stolen the jewelry and money because 
she had no means and had been unable to 
obtain employment. She had spent the 
money and had disposed of some of the jew- 
elry. The greater portion of the jewelry 
was still in ber possession and this she 
turned over to the detectives. 

An effort will be made today to find the 
girl’s father and see if he cannot be in- 
duced to aid her. The girl says she does 
not know her father’s present address and 
has not seen him for some time. 


MARTIN -FRIEDBERG A FORGER. 


Discovery Is Made at Toledo, O., After 
His Suicide Became Snown to 
the Public. 


Toledo, O., Oct. 37.—[Special. ]—The discov- 
ery was made this afternoon that Professor 
Martin Friedberg, who committed suicide 
yesterday, was a forger in sums ranging 
from $100 to $2,000, amounting in all to about 
$20,000, and rumors of much more to come. 

The forgeries date back to last June, when 
it appears he began gambling in grain and 
stocks on foreign markets. His method was 
to fill out a note and sign some prominent 
merchant's or manufacturer’s name there- 
to. Then he would forge one or two good 
names on the back as indorsements and 
dispose of the note to some broker or money 
lender. These notes ran from four to six 
months, and a suspicion arose the day before 
his death that everything was not right. 
He eventually realized that he had run to 
the end of his rope, and rather than face the 
disgrace he killed himself. 


WIZARD EDISON 
HAS A NEW PLAN 
FOR REDUCING ORE. 


Discovery of an Easy Process for Sep- 
arating Dirt from Metal in 
Producing Iron. 


New York, Oct. 27.—[Special.]—The Elec- 
trical Engineer will publish tomorrow the 
first authoritative account of Thomas A. 
Edison’s success in recovering by electrical 
means the iron contained in low-grade ore. 
The inventor’s experiments have been car- 
ried on during the last six years at the old 
Ogden iron mines, a few miles from Dover, 
N. J., where he has built up a plant covering 
several acres of ground, and which, after 
many experiments, is now capable of pro- 
ducing daily from 1,000 to 1,500 tons of al- 
most chemically pure iron. 

The ore worked contains on an average 
about 25 per cent of iron, and resembies in 
appearance a very poor quality of gray 


rock. Mr. Edison states that there are 200. af bv ih 
000,000,.tons of this n 


diately sutroufiding. his plant, from which: 
can be produced 60,000,000 tons of ‘iron. 

His process consists in breaking up the 
ore and passing it to other mills, where it is 
pulverized. The powder is then allowed to 
fall in close proximity to electro-magnets, 
which deflect the iron to one side, and the 
non-metallic matter falls to the other side 
by gravity. From the time the ore is 


blasted until it is resolved into this metallic 17 


form and compressed into brinquettes for 
shipment the process is entirely automatic. 


THIEF AT CHICAGO UNIVERSITY. 


Expert Takes $1,500 Worth of Lenses 
end Microscopical Fittings ‘from 
Hull Biological Laboratories. 


While President Harper and the faculty 
of the University of Chicago were at Will- 
lams Bay receiving the Yerkes telescope 
from the donor a thief with expert judgment 
stole $350 worth of lenses and microscopig¢al 
fittings from the Hull biological laboratories. 
With other stealings during the summer the 
total the university has lost to thieves is 
placed at $1,500. Of this the Department of 
Zoblogy has lost $500 and that of Botany 
$300. 

The report of similar loss from the North 
and West Division High Schools leads to the 
belief that the work has been carefully 
planned and executed by a professional. 

Professor Jacques Loeb, Professor of 
Physiology, was the first to discover the re- 
cent losses. First he was unable to find a 
Reichert lense of high magnifying power 
and worth $125. A few hours later the re- 
port came to the President's office that in the 
Botanical department a valuable microscope 
had been stripped of its fittings; loss, $75. 
Almost simultaneously news of a more seri- 
ous loss came in. The magnificent lenses of 
the stereopticon which stands in the lecture 
hall of Haskell Museum, almost opposite the 
door of the executive office, were not to be 
found. 

Then Professor Eycleshymer, the histo- 
logical expert of the Anatomical department, 
found three useless microscope stands to be 
all that was left of as many valuable German 
instruments; loss, $150. 

No clew has been left and it is unlikely that 
the loss will be reported to the police.

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LIKE THE MAGHO MORDER 


WEYLER’S PAID AGENTS ASSASSI- 
NATE GENERAL CASTILLO. 


He Is Betrayed by a Trusted Acquain- 
tance, Whe Receives Blood Money 
from the Spanish Government— 
Called Out of a House and Shot 
Down by a Company of Mercenaries 
in Hiding—Body Taken to Havana— 
Congratulations from Madrid.

Havana, Oct. 27.—[Copyright, 1897, by W. 
R. Hearst.]—Brigadier General Castillo, 
commanding the Cuban army in Havana 
Province, was murdered by Spanish sol- 
diers Monday morning at 7 o’clock. He had 
passed the night on a destroyed sugar es- 
tate, now used as a cattle ranch, and ne was 
betrayed by those he had long looked on as 
friends, but who did not hesitate to deliver 
up their guests for Spanish gold. 

Castillo frequently visited the ranch alone 
or with an aid-de-camp, writing his Ais- 
patches theré. On Sunday night he had rid- 
den in as usual, suspecting nothing, and 
after writing he lay down to sleep. He 
arose next morning, and hearing a call 
stepped outside, clad only in his trousers. 
He was instantly shot down at close range 
by hidden Spaniards, and was then hacked 
with machetes. The body was thrust into 
a sack, thrown into a rough country cart, 
and brought to Havana. From the outskirts 
of the city to the morgue it was escorted by 
a howling mob of soldiers, volunteers, and 
civilians, yelling demoniacally at the down- 
fall of another of Spain’s enemies. 


Congratulations from Madrid. 

General Weyler received cable congratu- 
lations from Madrid, and Havana is en féte 
over the brutal assassination. There is no 
mystery over his death; no cloud of uncer- 
tainty as in the case of Maceo. 

This last outrage, foisted on credulous 
patriots as a glowing exploit, is reduced toa 
disgraceful murder by the simplest line of 
reasoning. The bullet which caused his 
death entered the left side of the chest, pass- 
ing clean through the body. The shape of 
the wound shows the shot was at close range, 
as the irregular rotation of the missile is 
cleanly marked, evidently striking before it 
had traveled far, and seemed to revolve on 
its own axis. The splash of blood on the 
flesh and blood stains spattered over the 
right arm as the bullet left the body show 
conclusively that the, victim had not even a 
shirt on at the time of his death. A second 
bullet completely shattered the arm, and 
here again splashes of blood tell their own 
tale. 

Any one who has seen the effect of a wound 
in the naked flesh of an Indian or African, 
compared to a shot in a clothed man, will ap- 
preciate the difference. Three horrible ma- 
chete cuts laid open the head in threc places, 
but, as even the hair is not touched by blood, 
it is evident they were inflicted after the 
body lay on the ground and ceased to 
breathe. 


* 


Plot of the Murder. 
A correspondent left at once for the ne 
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Ricardo Hernandez Acosta marched west 
with Gomez during his famous invasion and 
remained with Castillo some time. Finally 
he presented himself.at San Diego; came to 
Havana; was here arrested and sentenced 
to death, which penalty was commuted to 
deportation for life. While in Morro Castle 
he met Major of Artillery Tapia Ruano. 
Through that officer’s influence he wes 
transferred to the city jail and accorded ex- 
cellent treatment. This Hernandez is re- 
lated to friends of Castillo—a Frenchman 
and his two sons. They owned the planta- 
tions of Las Delecas and Catlina, which ad- 
join, and Castillo constantly visited both 
estates, using them as a rendezvous and 
trusting implicitly in their owners. The 
Frenchman had a store in Orilly street, 
Havana, which was left In charge of a clerk 
named Puerta. A few weeks ago, finding 
no trade, the store was closed and Puerta 
was thrown on the streets without employ- 
ment. Then he suddenly took to visiting 
Hernandez in prison, and was admitted dur- 
ing prohibited hours, frequently accom- 
panied by artillery officers. Here the plot 
was made. 


Trapping the Victim. 

Hernandez knew of Castillo’s habits and 
induced Puerta to carry out the scheme. 
The latter had many interviews last week 
with the Secretary of Civil Government at 
Calavario. They visited the plantations to- 
gether, and soon discovered the date when 
Castillo would come in. Ruano hurried out 
on Friday last, when all plans were laid, and 
officials at the palace began to boast that 
Castillo was killed, but they returned on 
Saturday without the victim, who for some 
reason had not turned up. On Sunday night, 
however, he rode in through the trees and 
reached the house safely fo attend to his 
correspondence. The cowardly spy ap- 
prised Ruano that the victim was trapped, 
and the Major, gathering a company of 
guards civil, surrounded the house These 
guards are a sort of rural police and would 
never partake in a regular fight or be led 
by an officer of artillery in the usual way. 
They were accompanied by Lieutenant Her- 
mida and succeeded only too well. Castillo 
was called out and shot down in cold blood. 

Puerta, who last week was penniless, has 
drawn blood money, which he is spending 
lavishly in Havana, and by today’s mail sent 
a draft to the United States to purchase 
milk cows to start a milk business. 

General Adolph Castillo was born in 
Sancti Spiritus thirty years ago, and even 
the official report states he was descended 
from one of the highest families in Cuba, 
and deplores that a rebel should have the 
best blood of Spain in his veins. At the out- 
break of the war he and his brother, now 
commanding a brigade in Cienfuegos, joined 
Gomez when he marched west. Adolph dis- 
tinguished himself and was promoted to the 
rank of Brigadier General in Havana Proy- 
ince. He always opposed any intervention 


of the United States. 
His loss is great, but such losses only em-

State’s Claim on Estate. 


The State of Illinois will claim in round 
numbers $150,000 of the Pullman estate. 
This will be the tax under the inheritance tax 
law. The State will claim $6 out of every $100 
of the bequest of $1,200,000 to the Pullman 
Manual Training School. The widow will 
have to pay $12,500, the daughters $20,000, 
the brothers $6,000, the small charities 
$7,800, the sons $1,500, and the residuary 
estate $25,000. 


Scene in the Court. 


The news the Pullman will would be 
offered for probate during the afternoon 
was sufficient to draw a large crowd of 
curious people to the Probate Court. The 
will was brought in by John S. Runnells at 
2:80 o clock. Mr. Runnells was accompanied 
by the two executors, Norman B. Ream and 
Robert T. Lincoln. Attorney Willlam Burry, 
Mr. Runnells’ partner; Thomas H. Wickes, 
Viee President of the Pullman company; 
and William A. Angell, the purchasing agent 
of the company were also in the party. 

Mr. Runnells presented the will to Judge 
Kohisaat. The document was in a sealed 
envelope. Judge Kohisaat opened the pack- 
age and then asked that the witnesses be 
sworn. Mr. Wickes and Mr. Runnells took 
the stand and identified their signatures to 
the testament. The usual formal questions 
were asked to prove the proper execution of 
the will and Mr. Angell was then called. 
He testified to the names and ages of the 


Pullman heirs. 


Judge Kohlsaat Admits the Will. 


This completed all the necessary evidence 
for the admission of the will. Judge Kohl- 
saat+«scanned the twenty-eight pages of 
foolscap and placed his official stamp on the 
document. The court then gave the fol- 
lowing formal order to Clerk Davenport: 

Will proved and admitted to record sub- 
ject to objection to be filed thereto by any 
of the legatees named therein on or before 
the 20th day of November, A. D. 1897, upon 
due notice to them as provided by statute.” 

After this was done Mr. Runnells went to 
the clerk's office and gave his personal check 
for $7,€00 and $41.40 in currency in payment 
of the preliminary clerk’s fee upon proving 
the will. Judge Kohlsaat in the meantime 
made an order appointing Charles 8. Sweet, 
William A. Angell, and H. H. Scharenberg 
appraisers of the estate. Mr. Sweet was 
Mr. Pullman’s private secretary. Mr. An- 
gell is the purchasing agent of the company. 
Mr. Scharenberg is the court official em- 
ployed for this class of work. 


TEXT OF THE WILL IN FULL. 


How the Great Property Is Devised to 
Kin, Friends, Charities, and 
Education. 


The text of the will of George M. Pullman 
is as follows: 

IJ, George M. Pullman of the City of Chi- 
cago, in the State of Illinois, make my last 
will and testament as follows, hereby re- 
voking all former wills made by me: 

‘' First—I appoint my friends, Norman B. 
Ream and Robert T. Lincoln, both of the 
City of Chicago, executors of this will. 

My wife is not named herein as executrix 
or trustee because it is my wish to relieve 
her from the labors, cares, and responsi- 
bilities of the positions of executrix and 
trustee. 

In case either of my said executors shall 
die or resign, or refuse to act, the other 
may name an executor to fill the vacancy, 
who, on the approval of the Probate Court 
of the County of Cook, in said State of II- 
linois, shall have the same powers and duties 
as if named herein as an executor. 

**Second—I direct my executors to pay 
all my just debts out of my estate as soon 
as practicable, and for that purpose to use, 
sell, or convert any of my property, per- 
sonal or real, and to apply the same in pay- 
ing said debts as they shall judge bes‘. for 
the interests of my estate. 


Provision for Mrs. Pullman. 


Third—I give, devise, and bequeath to 
my wife, Hattie Sanger Pullman, for her 
life, my homestead, situated on the north- 
east corner of Prairie avenue and Eighteenth 
street, in the City of Chicago, in the State 
of Illinois, including the stables and all 
appurtenances, and my lands and premises 
on the opposite side of Eighteenth street, 
and the conservatories, hothouses, and gar- 
den appurtenances thereto, and all fixtures, 
implements, and tools for the use thereof, 
including also with my house all fur- 
niture, pictures, ornaments, and articles 
used therein, and with said stables all 
horses, carriages, equipments, and other 
articles used in and about.the stables and 
outhouses; and I give, deyise, and bequeath 
all of said property, upon the death of my 
wife, to my two daughters, Florence, wife 
of Frank O, Lowden, and Harriet, wife of 
Francis J. Carolan, in equal shares, the 
child or children of either daughter then 
deceased to take the share the mother would 
have taken if living. 

“Fourth—I give and bequeath to my wife 
$50,000 for her use during the first year after 
my death, and I direct my executors to pay 
the same to her in twelve equal monthly 
installments, beginning as soon as possible. 


Income to the Widow. 


“ Fifth—Out of the remainder of my es- 
tate, after payment of my debts, or provision 
for their payment, I direct my executors to 
set apart bonds, stocks, and notes, or other 
securities, and, if necessary, any part of my 
real estate, all of the value estimated by 
them to be $1,250,000; and I give, devise and 
bequeath said property to the Illinois Trust 
and Savings Bank, a corporation of the 
State of Illinois, in trust to receive the in- 
come, rents, and profits thereof, and ot all 
Ea substituted therefor, and to apply 
the net income, rents, and profits thereof 
from the time of my death to the use of my 
wife during her life; the property so held in 
trust to become, upon the death of my wife, 
a part of my residuary estate, for the dis- 
posal of which provision is héreinafter made. 


Castle Rest to Mrs. Lowden. 


“Sixth—I give, devise, and bequeath to 
my daughter Florence for her life the island 
in the River St. Lawrence, now owned by 
me, and known as one of ‘ The Thousand 
Islands,’ on which I have constructed an 
edifice known as Castle Rest, intended for 
the sumnier home of my mather, and used 
by her as such to the time of her death, to- 
gether with all structures on said islands 
and all fixtures and appurtenances thereof 
and the furniture and pictures, and other 
articles in said Castle Rest, including the 
portrait of my mother, painted by Eastman 
Johnson. 

“It is my especial wish that my said daugh- 
ter shall each year keep open said Island 
and Castle Rest from not later than the 
26th day of July, which was my father’s 
birthday, until after the 14th day of August 
which was my mother’s birthday, for the 
accommodation and enjoyment of all the 
descendants of my parents who may wish 
to visit and remain at sald Castle Res: for 
the period during which it is so open, or for 
apy shorter time within said period. 

“I give, devise, and bequeath said Castle 
Rest and said island and other property 
upon the death of my Said daughter, to such 
person or persons as she shall designate by 
her last will and testament, and if no one 
shall be designated, then to her issuc in 
equal shares; and if she shall die without is- 
sue, then to my daughter Harriet, or, if 
she be not living, to all my grandchildren

SPOT NORTH OF CAR SHOPS. 


. 


News of the Gift of $1,200,000 for the 
Founding of a Free Manual Train- 
ing Institution Received in the 


Model Town with Rejoicing and the 
Inhabitants Speculate on Its Loca- 
tion—Place Near Ninety-third Street 
Has a Wide View, High and Dry. 


It is probable the Pullman Free Manual 
Training School, to endow which George M. 
Pullmafl left $1,200,000, will be located on 
the ridge of ground that rises above the 
low level of the lake lands, just north of the 
car shops, in the neighborhood of Ninety- 
third and Ninety-fourth streets. This at 
least was picked out as the most available 
and perfect site by many of the inhabitants 
of Pullman when they learned that the 
founder of the town had left a princely 
legacy to establish and maintain an in- 
dustrial school among them. 

The ground they have in mind is the high- 
est on the plain below the Morgan Park 


ridge—“‘ high and dry,” as they express 


it, and commands a wide view in all direc- 
tions. While nothing is known as to what 
the trustees will do in the matter, the peo- 
ple have decided that the spot indicated 18 
the one on which the institution should be 


built, 
Only a Partial Surprise. 


The bequest did not fall on the Pullmanites 
as a surprise, except as regards its munifi- 
cent proportions. Those residents of Pull- 
man who have lived there since the town 
was founded felt in their hearts that Mr. 
Pullman had left them some substantial 
memorial, but none dreamed that the gift 
would be so rich as it proved to be. The 
general verdict was that he died as he had 
lived, striving .to carry out his ideas of aid 
for the Industrial class, and no man could be 
found in Pullman to criticise him or his 
motive. 

Inquiries among the men employed in the 


great car works brought forth only expres- 


sions of approval of the manner in which 
their town had been remembered. 


Some Employes Talk. 


A. H. Kershner, a machinist employed in 
the millwright department for the last ten 
years, said: P 

I am glad to hear of this gift. It shows 
that Mr. Pullman had not forgotten us, 
The object of the bequest is a worthy one— 
as good as and better, perhaps, than any 
other form he could have hit upon. In these 
days a boy can learn a trade much more 
thoroughly in a training school than in a 
shop. It will afford a splendid opportunity 
for the rising generation in the Town of 
Pullman. | 

J. W. Simpson, who has been employed, 
in the repair shop since 1881, said it was a 
grand thing for the town, and an act that 
would endear the memory of the giver for 
all time. 

M. S. Miller, an employé of the glass de- 
partment, said: ‘‘I expected something of 
the kind, for I always had that opinion of 
Mr. Pullman.“ , 

Frank Linberg, a cabinetmaker, said it was 
the best thing a man could put his money 
into for the benefit of the poor. He had had 
experience in training schools in Sweden, and 
knew they were of great value as they em- 
bodied theory with practical teaching. 

W. A. Briggs, a business-man of the town, 
said the people would thoroughly appreciate 
the gift. 

Frank McCloud of the store department 
said: “‘ From the personal interest Mr. Pull- 
man took in the town there is nothing un- 
It shows that 
his real object in planning the Town of Pull- 
man was to benefit the people. 

Why, he has kept our library running 
when the subscriptions were not enough to 
pay the gas bills. He took a personal pride 
in the place and no more fitting monument 
could be erected to human genius than a 
colony on the lines he has devised for Pull- 


man.“ 


More Words of Eulogy. 


Frank Haner, an employé in the wheel 
department for seventeen years, sald it 
was a spfendid and liberal act. Hermann 
Weigert, for sixteen years in the millwright 
department, said the citizens should be 
thankful that Mr. Pullman had done some- 
thing that was for the benefit of all the 


people. 


George H. Peterman, a carpenter in the 
trimming department, who helped build the 
town and then went into the car shop, said: 

“This is a great thing for our people. 


Many of them will miss Mr. Pullman. No 
other man is likely to take the same pride 


in the place as he did. I do not believe he 


had an equal in the world. He has done 


more for workingmen than any other man 
I know of.” 

Edward F. Bryant, cashier of the Pullman 
Loan and Savings Bank, said Mr. Pullman 


could not have made a more fitting gift. It 


was right in line with the intense interest he 


had always taken in the town and its in- 


habitants.

WORKINGMEN CHEER HIM 


His Successful Tour Among Ohio 
Manufactories. 


BRYAN REACHES THE STATE. 


Bellaire, O., Oct. 27.—[Special.]—Four 
hundred exasperated and hungry strikers 
who have just been fenced out of the Bel- 
laire steel works, coal miners, tinplate 
workers, and railroad hands made up a 
campaign audience for Senator Mark Hanna 
tonight of a sort that the Ohio Republicans 
had never seen before. 

Inflammatory circulars christening the 
fenced-in steel works for the Hanna and 
calling on the strikers to receive Hanna as 
a labor crusher were thrown broadcast 
through the streets by a few Democratic 
leaders this morning and into Senator 
Hanna's face. Every effort was made to 
stir up sentiment and break up the meet- 
ing. Last night the feeling was so bitter 
that a delegation of Republicans met Sen- 
ator Hanna and his party on the train out- 
side the city and told him how matters 
stood. His campaign manager advised him 
to go on to Wheeeling, five miles further, 
and stay over night. All the response they 
received was: Well, the strikers can't 
blame the Republican party for their mis- 
fortune, can they?“ 

The leader of the Democrats here is James 
H. Campbell, candidate for-the Legislature 
and a labor agitator, who was discharged 
from the steel mills a few months ago. The 
mills have been mostly closed down for 
three years, and when they started up three 
weeks ago every man in the plant had his 
wages slashed almost in two. 

The plant has been putting in improved 
machinery all Summer, and the men were 
told that with the new mill they would 
more than make the old wages. The men 
worked almost a week, and the best of them 
are said to have made.scarcely 75 cents a 
day It was found that the capacity of the 
mill was too great for the furnaces, and 
while the blast men had plenty to do the 
mill men worked only half the time. 

Two weeks ago the 460 mill men gave the 
company twenty-four hours’ notice and 
struck for the old pay. The company hired 
a part force of non-union men, built a ten- 
foot fence around the mill, and started up. 
The strikers, have been on the verge of 
starvation all summer, and while there had 
been no violence the non-union men were 
looked after by the company’s watchmen. 


Democrats Try to Make Capital. 

Campbell and the local silverites have 
worked the strike for all it was worth. They 
named the inclosed plant for the Hanna 
and held it up as a sample of prosperity. 
The Democrats have been holding rallies 
for the last two weeks with the strike as 
a text, and they were beginning to gain 
ground among the strikers, who are nearly 
all Republicans. 

Senator Hanna began talking this morning 
at Laughlin’s tinplate mill on the Ohio, op- 
posite Wheeling. The mill was shut down 
at the time the two shifts changed, and the 
speech was delivered from a carriage. His 
coming caused as much noise from the steel 
and tinplate mills in the valley as President- 
elect McKinley’s trip to Washington last 
spring. Whistles shrieked and bells rang, 
and the workmen and their wives cheered 
in spite of the circulars which the Demo- 
crats were distributing among them. Hanna 
had scarcely ended his speech when the 
strikers’ relief committee came around with 
a subscription book. 

He had just been pronouncing a eulogy 
on organized labor and advising the men 
to make their union as strong as possible. 
The committee talked about three minutes 
and Hanna drew out his check book. He 
started to subscribe several hundred dollars, 
but two members of the reception commit- 
tee grabbed his arm, drew him aside, and 
whispered in his ear that the Democrats 
would seize on it as a campaign argument 
and charge him withgbuying votes. So $50 
was subscribed, andt the committee went 
away satisfied. The Laughlin tin mill em- 
ploys 350 men, who make from $7 to $10 
a day. The highest paid men are Welsh, 
who are said to be most skillful. The Welsh 
workers are all Republicans, but there are 
a-good many silverites among the Amer- 
icans. Evidently Senator Hanna didn't 
know about the Welsh workmen, for he 
dénounced the immigrafion law and the 
importation of foreign labor. 


Hanna at the Mills. 

The speech at the tnaville tinplate mill 
was the first “‘ labor speech ever delivered 
on the premises, and it is said to have been 
Senator Hanna’s longest speech also. 

At the Bellaire Opera-House tonight, 
where the audience was largely made up of 
strikers, the floor was scattered with yellow 
cards and handbills on the strike and in- 
tended to turn the meeting into a row. In- 
stead of a row, however, there was more at- 
tention, even, than was given Senator 
Hanna at the mills. The Republicans are 
joyful tonight at the turning-down which 
the Democratic candidates have received in 
their attempts to make trouble. Belmont 
County, which contains Bellaire and the 
mill towns opposite Wheeling,. is believed 
safe for the Republicans, though it did not 
look that way twenty-four hours ago. 

Senator Hanna will make the longest 
speech and the greatest oratorical effort of 
his life at Cincinnati tomorrow night. The 
Republican campaign managers have about 
given up hope of running out on anything in 
that county, owing to the revolt against 
George B. Cox. Hamilton County is not 
needed for a Reptiblican majority in the 
Legislature. he 


ELECTION TRICKERY IN OHIO. 


Democrats Are Seeking to Control the 
Judges in the Various 
Counties, 


Columbus, O., Oct. 27.—[Special.]—Evi- 
dences of a concerted movement to make - 
legal use of the election machinery came to 
hand today. Taken in connection with the 
discovery of actual attempts at false reg- 
istration in Cincinnati, these evidences are 
sufficient to cause the Republican managers 
valid grounds for apprehension. There is 
little doubt that the plan is a concerted one, 
and, whatever its purport may be, that it 
has been instituted by the Democratic State 
committee. 

Already complaints have reached the office 
of the Secretary of State from two counties 
of attempts of Democratic Supervisors to 
have the Republican party represented at 
the polis by election judges selected by the 
Democrats, and from a third county com- 
plaint has come of an attempt at undue 
partisan advantage.

BRYAN TALKS SILVER IN OHIO. 


He Denounces the Gold Standard Advo- 
cates and Says the Last Election 
Was Not Honest. 


Van Wert, O., Oct. 27.—William Jennings 
Bryan began a short campaigning tour in 
Ohio this morning. He traveled in a private 
car. The first meeting was at Montpelier, 
where an audience of 5,000.persons from all 
parts of the county had assembled. 

Mr. Bryan questioned the honesty of the 
vote of Ohio last year, and then took up the 
silver question. He said: I wish to sub- 
mit some propositions for Republicans to 
talk about, for the Democrats are with us. 
If is only necessary to talk to Republicans, 
who were wrong last fall, in my judgment. 
The gold standard is a bad thing for the 
United States, and we should not submit to 
it because the financiers of Europe want it.“ 

He said the Republican party up to this 
time had never declared that the gold stand- 
ard was a good thing. It promised last 
year, he said, to do what it could to get rid 
of the gold standard. He then reviewed the 
work of the monetary commission which 
President McKinley sent to Europe, and said 
its mission had failed because the money 
changers were opposed to it. Mr. Bryan at- 
tributed the improved financial condition of 
the United States to the discovery of gold 
in Alaska and to the famine in India, which 
he said the Republicans were rejoicing over, 
even though the famine resulted in the loss 
of thousands of lives. 

From Montpelier the train was hurrjed do 
Defiance, where an afternoon meeting was 
held. There was a large crowd at the depot 
as the train arrived in Defiance, and crowds 
had assembled at the stations along the 
way. An audience of 5,000 people, a 
majority of whom were Republicans, it is 
said, listened to the Defiance speech, which 
did not differ materially from that delivered 
at Montpelier. The applause was liberal, 
though it was apparent that Mr. Bryan was 
less of an attraction than when, as a Presi- 
dential candidate, he visited Ohio last fall. 


POPOCRATS INVOKE THE LAW.. 


After Iowa Officials on What They, 
Term Contempt of Court 
Charges. 


Des Moines, Ia., Oct. 27.—[Special.]—Judge 
Spurrier of the Polk District Court is ponder- 
ing over the questton of his right to slap At- 
torney General Remley, State Auditor Mc- 
Carthy, and Deputy Secretary of State 
Smith into jail for contempt of court. He 
will decide this question tomorrow morning 
at 9 o'clock. . 

Today Judge Cole, as the attorney for the 
Popocratic Central committée, filed the affi- 
davit of James Bellanger, the chairman of 
the Populist wing of this politica’ aggrega- 
tion, asking that the State Election board 
be cited for contempt in not obeying the 
order of the court excluding the ticket nom- 
inated by the Middle of the Road Populists 
from the official ballot. 

The papers were gerved upon Attorney 
General Remley, who was at the time pre- 
siding over the deliberations of the Baptist 
State convention; also upon Auditor Mc- 
Carthy, and, as the officers could not find 
Secretary of State Dobson, they brought 
Deputy Smith along. Prior to this action 
Attorney General Remley had taken an 
appeal to.the Supreme Court from the de- 
cision of Judge Spurrier, striking from the 
files his motion for a cofrection of the judg- 
ment of the court making the order for the 
correction of the ballots. * 

As soon as he heard of the issuance. of the 
papers citing the Election board for con- 
tempt he hurried away from the Baptist 
convention and into the presence of Judge 
Deemer of the Supreme Court and asked 
for a supersedeas to the State proceedings 
on the contempt case until the appeal could 
be heard in the Supreme Court. Thus armed 
the trio of State officers appeared before 
Judge Spurrier this afternoon. 

It was plain that Judge Spurrier was 
somewhat embarrassed at this turn in the 
proceedings, but Judge Cole came to his 
assistance with the suggest‘on that, in his 
opinion, while the code of 1873 gave a single 
Judge of the Supreme Court the right to 
issue a supersedeas, the new code did not 
permit such action except by the whole 
bench. In the light of this interpretation 
of the new code Judge Spurrier announced 
that he would take until tomorrow morning 
to inquire into the scope of the power of the 
Supreme Court Judges in the premises. 

He is tonight seeking light upon the sub- 
ject while addressing a Popocratic meeting 
in this city, It is believed he will not rec- 
ognize the stay: order of Judge Deemer, and 
thus a conflict will be brought on between 
the District and Supreme Courts, and an 
immense amount of legal complications may 
be expected. 

Postoffice Inspector George Christian re- 
turned today from Doon, where he has been 
investigating the alleged theft of the Pcr- 
kins letters, which were published by the 
Popocratic paper in this city. The investi- 
gation has developed the fact that the let- 
ters were stolen, and some developments of 
a decidedly sensational nature may be ex- 
pected in a few days. 

The jatest campaign roorback from Popo- 
cratic headquarters is the statement that 
the Union Veterans’ union is to support 
Fred White. It is claimed that through the 
efforts of this organization the old soldiers 
will be solicited to wote for the Popocratic 
nominee because he was a soldier. A promi- 
nent member of the order in this city was 
asked in regard to the statement and said 
it was utterly untrue. 


GORMAN’S FRANTIC STRUGGLE. 


He Is Making the Greatest Effort of His 
Life in the Canvass of Mary- 
land. 


Baltimore, Md., Oct. 27.— [Special. ]}—Sena- 
tor Gorman today took personal- charge of 
his campaign and went to work .with an 
energy born of desperation. From now until 
the eve of election he will be almost con- 
stantly at headquarters directing the work 
of his lieutenants. He is as cool and confi- 
dent as ever.. He says the party lines are 
tightly drawn; that nearly all the Democrats 
who bolted two years ago have returned to 
the fold, and he counts on the Legislature 
being Democratic on joint ballot. The Sena- 
tor, however realizes that it is the fight of 
his life and that the odds are against him. 
During the last week he has been flooding 
the counties of Maryland with all kinds of 
documents, sealed and directed personally 
to those qualified to cast votes. The mails 
from Washington have been laden down by 
Mr. Gorman’s “* missives of mercy.”

party went direct from the train to the 
| executive office in the Capitol Building, and, 
being introduced to Governor Tanner, got 
right to business. 

Chairman Farwell told of the Palmer 
House meeting which had selected the com- 
mittee and said it had grown out of recent 
conditions in Chicago. Nothing short of 
robbery,” he exclaimed, “ could be worse 
than the late assessment in the South 
Town.“ He then laid the report of the 
subcommittee recommending that the Gov- 
ernor be requested to call a special session 
before Governor Tanner and introduced ex- 
Corporation Miller to speak to the subject. 

Mr. Miller said the Governor was fully 
acquainted with the other inequalities and 
hopeless faults of the present system of 
assessing property for taxation in Cook 
County and he would not take up the time 
in rehearsing them. The committee had 
not framed a bill to offer to the Legislature 
in case it were called in extraordinary 
session, bécause it first wished to consult 
with the Governor himself, who was known 
to have definite ideas on the subject. In 
framing such a bill also it would like to have 
the assistance of such men as the Governor 
might designate as his representatives in 
order that his ideas might be incorporated. 


Nature of the Required Bill. 


In general outline, however, the bill the 
committee would suggest would be as fol- 
„ lows: It would be framed only to apply to 
Chicago or such other cities as might wish 
to take advantage of it, so as not to affect 
the part of the State where the present sys- 
tem is satisfactory. It would provide for 
one Assessor for the city and a reassessment 
only once in four years. It would provide 
for a Board of Review, sitting continuously, 
to correct all inequalities and errors. It 
would provide that the assessment books 
be always open to the public and all state- 
ments therein put in plain language. In 
support of his request for a special session 
Mr. Miller laid strees on the fact that it is 
impracticable to pass such a measure as a 
revenue bill at a regular one, because at the 
latter each member has one or more private 
bills he is anxious to get through, and he 
will trade off anything to do it. 

E. G. Keith followed with the, remark 
that the government was well acquainted 
with Chicago conditions and knew the ne- 
cessity for the kind of a law they asked. 
„lad it not been for the surprising pa- 
tience of the people,“ he said, there would 
have been a rebellion in the South Town 
last spring, and as it was the entire as- 
sessment came near being invalidated.” 

To illustrate the inequalities of these as- 
sessments he said that in 1894 four State 
banks, with a total capital of $5,976,000, had 
been assessed $27,221, and four national 
banks, with a capital of $5,694,000, had been 
assessed $92,442. This was not accidental, 
as in 1895 four State banks, with a capital 
of $6,010,000, had been assessed $29,600, and 
four competing national banks, with a cap- 
ital of $5,672,000, were assessed $97,

Blackmail of Business-Men. 

At this point Governor Tanner shot in the 
question: Is it not a fact that it is a com- 
mon occurrence in Chicago for big business 
houses to submit to blackmail, fearing they 
will otherwise be taxed out of business?

Elections Do No Good. 

Others bore, similar testimony and finally 
Governor Tanner interrupted Paul O. Stens- 
land with the question: What are you 
people doing on election day?“ 

We elect one of two candidates,“ replied 
Mr. Stensland, and there is generally no 
choice between them.“ 

Then Governor Tanner had a spéech to 
make and he made it. This is no new mat- 
ter to me,“ he said, and while you have 
given me a great many instances of inequali- 
ties and blackmail in making assessments I 
have heard of a thousand others, and have 
no doubt they are all true. I do not believe, 
however, the law is altogether at fault. I 
don’t believe the chosen representatives of 
the people are much below the average of the 
taxpayers themselves. The trouble grows 
out of the inactivity of the better classes of 
the people. They have become too good to 
muddle in the dirt of politics and do not vote 
at primaries and not always at elections. 

Another great evil in this matter is the 
manner of distributing intelligence of public 
affairs to the people. The newspaper trust 
of Chicago is much at fault because, instead 
of devoting its times to remedying evils, it 
is wasting it abusing public officials, both 
in and out of Chicago. 

During the last session of the Legislature 
it devoted itself to abusing the representa- 
tives of the people and when a measure the 
newspapers are opposing is pending, either 
at ‘Springfield or in the Common Council, 
if any member supports it they call him a 
boodler, and when it reaches the Executive 
they say, if he signs it, he does so for a 
consideration. 


Objects to the Expense. 

Now you ask these same representatives 
to come back here to rgvise the revenue law 
for the benefit of Chicago. I don't say the 
citizens of Chicago are entirely responsible 
for their press, but they are partially so for 
patronizing it. I except the Inter-Ocean. 
It is decent: The people who voted these 
representatives into office believé they are 
honest. Our revenue laws are satisfactory 


they were enforced. If I could grant a new 
revenué law to Chicago I would quickly do 
so, but I don’t want to put the taxpayers of 
Illinois to the enormous expense of an extra 
session when it would be useless. 

“I believe the members of the General 
Assembly feel now on the matter as they 
did when they adjourned, and do not feel 
obliged to legislate for Chicago after the 
abuse which has been heaped upon them by 


the Chicago newspapers.

SNOW BLOCKS THE ROADS 


STORM DELAYS TRAINS ON THE 
COLORADO LINES. 


Three Thousand Miles of Telegraph 
Wire Prostrated — Rotary Plows at 
Work Releasing Delayed Passen- 
gers—Mercury Falling in Kansas 
and Great Suffering Among the 
Cattle on the Ranges — Cattlemen 
Round Up Their Herds.

Denver, Colo., Oct. 27.—The blizzard which 
began Monday night lasted until early this 
morning. During the night the storm 
gradually abated and at 8 o’clock this morn- 
ing snow ceased falling. Not only did the 
storm cause universal discomfort, but it 
inflicted heavy pecuniary loss as well. In 
one item of broken telegraph, telephone, and 
electric light wires and poles the damage 
foots up to $40,000. To this must be added 
the heavy expense entailed upon the street 
railways in attempts to keep their lines 
open,and the loss to merchants in the.way of 
business. Many a family dined on tea and 
crackers or went to bed last night without 
any dinner at all. Gypcemymen could not de- 
liver goods. e 

The streets, piled high with snow, present 
a curious spectacle this morning. There is 
hardly a street in the city over which there 
is not at some point a tangle of fallen tele- 
phone and electric light wires: On all sides 
broken poles hang in midair or peer from big 
snowdrifts. It is estimated that throughout 
the State no less than 3,000 miles of wire are 
strewn on the ground. Manager A. B. Field 
of the Colorado Telephone company said: 

Outside of the business district here our 
wires have been placed underground. Our 
system in Denver has been practically anni- 
hilated.”’ 

The City Cable Car company managed to 
keep its cars moving throughout the storm, 
but the tramway lines were brought to a 
complete standstill. .The Gulf was the only 
railroad that succeeded in getting a train 
over the division to Colorado Springs and 
Pueblo, and its officers are proud of the 
achievement. Trains from the south are 
coming in today twelve to fifteen hours late. 


Delayed Trains Come In. 

Shortly after midnight a rotary plow 
pushed by glx engines found its way into 
the Denver yards. It was followed by six 
passenger trains, which should have arrived 
in Denver at different hours during the day 
yesterday, beginning with 7 o'clock. The 
mountain roads escaped the full fury of the 
storm and trains on them ran nearly on 
time. 

The Burlington and other Eastern roads 
were kept open by means of snow plows and 
trains were sent out last night as usual. 

Kansas City, Mo., Oct. 27.—The Western 
blizzard took in Sherman and Thomas Coun- 
ties, Kas., on the Colorado State line. West- 
bound trains on the Rock Island leaving 
Goodland got through geveral hours late. 
Snow plows from both ends of the western 
division are at work clearing cuts which 
are reported with from four to twelve feet 
of snow. At other points in the western 
half of the State cold rains fell and today the 
thermometer is dropping, with indications 
of snow. 

At Garden City, Kas., three counties re- 
moved from the Colorado State line, snow 
‘was falling last night and is still coming 
down. The snow had been preceded by a 
cold and hard rain, the mercury falling 30 
degrees. Several thousand cattle in Finney 
and adjoining counties will suffer from the 
sudden change and cattlemen are making 
a general round-up. 


FOG CAUSES MANY STRANDINGS 


Vessels Go Ashore All Along the 
Lakes—Disasters Reported for 
the Day. 


Dense fog has covered the great lakes for 
the last four days. Since Sunday morning 
there have been twenty strandings in the 
lake fleet, which will cause a loss of fully 
$55,000. ‘The fog had not been blown away 
up to a late hour last night. 

This foggy period is considered a record- 
breaker on the lakes. The fog signal at 
Mackinaw City has been sounding for eighty 
hours without stopping. Between Mackinaw 
City and Cheboygan yesterday forty steam- 
ers were reported at anchor. In St. Mary's 
River traffic has been all but suspended. 

The most serious disaster reported during 
the day was to the Ogdensburg liner F. H. 
Prince, which went ashore with a cargo of 
general*merchandise near Milwaukee. Five 
tugs failed to move it, and the cargo must 
be unloaded on lighters. The steamer J. W. 
Westcott, with lumber for Chicago, is 
aground on Bois Blanc Island, in the Straits 
of Mackinac. The stéamers Yale and Phe- 
nix, both bound for Chicago with coal car- 
goes, went aground in Detroit River, but 
were later released. The steamer Mont- 
eagle, also with a coal cargo for Chicago, is 
ashore in Lake Ontario. The Italia and 
Forest City, both steamers, were aground in 
St. Mary’s River, but were later released. 

A steamer and consort, the Ocl®mena and 
Hoboken, found the bottom in the St. Law- 
rence River. The Hoboken sunk where it 
struck. After considerable work, and when 
much cargo was lightered, the Anchor liner 
Wissahickon was released in St. Clair River. 
It loaded cargo at Chicago. The steamer 
Corona, with a cargo of iron ore, which had 
been aground for two days at Port Huron, 


was released. 

GAVIN’S CASE AGAIN HEARD, 
Judge Payne Considers the Embezzle- 
ment from the National Building 
and Loan Association.

Gelding Wins the Mile Rave 
After Dropping to 8 to 5. 


LAST OF THE MEETING TODAY 


T. H. Ryan, who is regarded as one of the 
shrewdest betting manipulators who ever 
figured on the Western turf, gave the ring 
at Harlem a scorching yesterday, the last 
day but one of the meeting. It was the 
second successive occasion of Ryan's at- 
tacks, the bookmakers having suffered on 
Tuesday through the wihs of Robair and 
Ace, but the touching-up they got then was 
nothing compared with that given them 
yesterday over the victory of Garland Bar 
in the third race. This gelding; one of the 
best selling platers in the West in 1896, was 
in with a lot of horses of about average class, 
such as he outclasses when fit, but which it 
requires a fit horse to beat, and Garland Bar 
has not shown good form this season. The 
distance was one mile, and.eight accepted 
the conditions. Cappy, Jersey Lad, and 
Gaston were about equally fancied in the 
betting at the outset at 3%4tol. Arezzo was 
rated a little above Garland Bar, whose 
opening price was 6 to 1, but toward the 
close of the betting there came a plunge on 
the Ryan gelding such as has not been seen 
in the Harlem ring since the Montana 
miners unloaded on May W. on Oct. 6. 
Money seemed to come from all directions, 
and the local pencilers, who have acquired 
something of a reputation for gameness of 
late in contrast with the ring at Ideal Park 
last year, which would be frightened out by 
A few small bets, rubbed rapidly and fre- 
quently. Garland Bar's price fell to 5, then 
to 4%, then to 4, and almost instantly to 3% 
and 3. Then there was a brief lull, followed 
by another wave of $10 and $20 bills, and 
when it was all over Garland Bar had landed 
an 8 to 5 favorite. 

As for the race, it was Garland Bar’s all 
the way. The 4-year-old son of Deceiver— 
Billetta rushed to the front soon after the. 
fall of the flag, and, setting the pace 
throughout, won under mild persuasion by 
a length from Cappy, who beat Jersey Lad 
half a dozen lengths. Jersey Lad, an unreli- 
able horse, met with considerable interfer- 
ence on the backstretch. Foster Bros.’ 
Confession, who was a rather prominent 
filly in the East for a time early last year, 
ran second.to Garland Bar for half a mile 
and then collapsed. 

This was not the only visitation Owner 
Ryan made upon the ring during the after- 
noon. He called during the betting for the 
fifth race, at one and one-half miles, in 
which Ace was one of the five starters. The 
bookies re expecting him and had-4to 5 
marked against the chances of the sturdy 
son of Fabulous, who recently had shown 


‘excellent form. Ryan forced them to rub

Asks McKinley How. He Wishes 
to Co-operate in Cuba. 


WEYLER’S POLICY REVERSED 


will Provide a Government Like 
That of Canada. 


MESSAGE NOW IN WASHINGTON,

World. Following are the principal feat- 
ures of the Spanish note: 

It opens with warm demonstrations cf 
friendly feelings toward the United States 
and expresses the desire to preserve the 
cordial relations between the governments. 


There is a hearty acknowledgment of the 


friendly spirit shown by the United States 
in volunteering by note of Sept. 23 to assist 
Spain in bringing the Cuban war to a speedy 
termination. 

It says if the American government will 
explain how it proposes to codperate in the 
pacification of Cuba the suggestion wil! re- 


celve due attention from Spain on the under- 


standing that Spanish rights of sovereignty 
are respected and the Spanish right te settle 
domestic disputes with its coionies when 
and as it deems fit must also be recoguized. 


Evidence of Good Faith. 


The note then goes on to show how the 
Liberal government, in the short time which 


has elapsed since it took office, has spon- 


taneously begun to carry out the home rule 
policy announced in the declarations of Sa- 
gasta and Moret before they took office and 
in accordance with the program of Cuban 
autonomists. The first acts of this policy 
have been the recall of General Weyler and 
the appointment of General Blanco, with 
instructions so liberal and conciliatory as to 
amount to a reversal of the policy of the 


last two years and pave the way for obtain- 


ing the support of all colonial parties, espe- 
clally the autonomists, for a policy which 
will not only go farther than Canovas did, 


but will be virtually an execution of all that 


the American government under Cleveland 
and Olney recommended. 

To satisfy the aspiration of the West 
Indies this policy will be carried out imme- 
diately, so far as the Spanish Executive can 
go under the constitution and under the 
given conditions in the colony, and will be 
ratified by the Cortes early in-158Ys. 


Asks Fair Play from America. 


Spain expects that the well-known spirit 
of justice and fair play prevalent in the 
United States and the friendly disposition 
of the Washington government will give the 
new policy the time required to test its sin- 
cérity and efficacy. Spain can therefore fix 
no date for the close of the war, only the 
United States can nobly and powerfully as- 
sist Spain and show the sincerity of their 
offers of codperation by henceforth checking 
filibuster expeditions. The moral and mate- 
rial assistance contributed’ during the de- 
velopment and duration of the rebellion 
has caused the damage of which the United 
States complains. 

The most carefully worded, longest, and 
most elaborate part of the note 1s an expo- 
sition of the Spanish case against filibuster- 
ing expeditions, showing historical antece- 
dents. 


From decisions of the Supreme Court dur- 


ing the terms of Presidents Taylor, Buchan- 
an, and Grant, and past modifications of the 
laws of the United States with a view to bet- 
ter enforce the rules of international law, 
Spain bases the hope that President Mc- 
Kinley will do something in this direction. 
Then the pacification of Cuba will become a 
question of a few months, 


Spain's Attitude During the Rebellion. 

The Spanish note also contains a statement 
that Spain only recognized the belligerency 
of the Confederates after several ovens 
governments had done so, and constantly 
showed marked attentions to the North, re- 
turning immediately prisoners captured at 
sea and landed in a Spanish port by a Con- 


_federate war vessel. 


I understand the Spanish government does 
not intend to publish the note nor the Ameri- 
can note unless the Washington government 
takes the lead in the matter. 


I must say that in diplomatic and political 


circles in Madrid the Spanish note is consid- 
ered a very clever move to gain time, ward 
off the action foreshadowed in the American 
note, and secure the sympathies of Euro- 
pean governments. 

The Council of Ministers today took up 
the question whether it is expedient to use 
the authorizations voted by the Cortes last 
June to make a big loan with imperial guar- 
antee. There is only $20,000,000 for Cuban 


war expenses, and there is $70,000,000 ar- 


rears due in Cuba. 


Conservatives Oppose the Reforms. 


The Constitutional-Congervative party, 
while condemning illegal action, has decided 
to constitutionally oppose the granting of 
an autonomous form of government to the 
Island of Cuba. It is announced that the 
autonomists of Puerto Rico have demanded 
that the autonomous scheme of the govern- 
ment be extended to the * of Puerto 
Rico. 

A formal denial was issued by the govern- 
ment of Spain today of the statement that 
the Spanish Minister at Washington, Sefior 
Dupuy de Lome, has presented to the gov- 
ernment of the United States a note on the 


gubject of filibustering expeditions which 


are alleged to have left American ports for 
Cuba. The Spanish Minister, it is ex- 
plained, only made a verbal complaint to the 
government at Washington. regarding the 
departure of filibusters from ports in the 
United States. 


Desire to Hear from America. 

Speaking on the Cuban matter, Sagasta 
said tonight: We will not learn the true 
attitude of the American government until 
we receive an answer to De Lome’s decla- 
rations regarding filibustering expeditions 
or until our answer to Woodford’s note is 
replied to. My impression is peaceful. I 
trust the United States will acknowledge 
the justice of Spain's case, as all the Euro- 
pean press is now doing. However, I will 
not dissolve the Cortes until the clouds 
which now darken the horizon of our in- 
ternational relations are cleared. Even 
then I will dissolve it, arranging to have 
the new Cortes meet three months after. 
Under the circumstances the government 
Must always have the Cortes at hand in

SPAIN’S CRIPPLED FINANCES. 


Barely Able to Pay Pressing Obliga- 
tions and a New Loan Is to 
‘ Be Secured. 


{SPECIAL BY an 34) MARSHALL WHITE.] 
Madrid, Oct. 27.—[Copyright, 1897, by W. R. 
Hearst.]—The chief questions dealt with in 
the Cabinet council today were the finances 
for Cuba, the Philippine wars, and the navy. 

Regarding the finances the official note of 
the Cabinet council says: The state of the 
treasury, although not very satisfactory, al- 
lows us to pay current necessities both in 
the colonies and at home. When the Cortes 
meets we will submit for its approval bills 
for obtaining new resources if they are then 
required.“ 

My private information is that it is urgent- 
ly necessary for the government to pay for 
the expense of the armies in Cuba and the 
Philippines—not $12,000,000, as stated yes- 
terday, but 12,000,000. 

The Minister of Finance has asked the 
Bank of Spain to give him immediately $10,- 
000,000, which is the last installment of the 
loan of $40,000,000 contracted some time ago 
with a guarantee of revenue from custom- 
house duties. I am also privately informed 
that the Cabinet intrusted the Minister of 
Finance with the mission of promulgating 
a plan of contract for a new loan, which can 
hardly be for less than $200,000,000. 

The best proof of the truth of my informa- 
tion is that stocks continued falling today 
and shares of the Bank of Spain fell five 
points, despite official assurances that the 
treasury had enough money to meet present 
demands. 

Regarding the navy the Cabinet council 
authorized the Minister of Marine to buy 
immediately heavy guns for the ironclad 
Carlos Quinto, and boilers for the new 
cruiser Reifia Regento, now being built in 
Ferrol. The new Spanish destroyer Proser- 
pine was launched in England yesterday. 

The official note of the Cabinet council 
also says the prisoners now released ask to 
be taken to Cuba and express great grati- 
tude to the Spanish authorities for their re- 
lease.” This is not an unnatural sentiment, 
but public opinion in Spain is that most of 
the exiles will take the field as soon as they 
reach Cuba. 

Giberga, the Cuban autonomist, has re- 
turned to Madrid and will reassume negotia- 
tions with Sagasta with a view to bringing 
the insurgents to accept Spanish conditions. 


ANGER OVER SPAIN’S REPLY. 


State Department Officials Resent the 
Tone of the Note Regard- 
ing Cuba. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 27. —[Special. — 
Sagasta’s reply to W oodferd was laid on, the 
President's table late this afternoon. It was 
received at the State department early in 
the morning, and the confidential clerks were 
busily engaged in expanding the cipher dis- 
patch of 950 words into a clear English 
copy twice as long. 

The envelope containing the famous dis- 
patch which may be the cause of peace or 
war between two great nations was de- 
livered sealed to Secretary Porter and by 
him carried into the next room, where Pres- 
ident McKimley sat at his big desk sur- 
rounded. by papers. He took his own time 
to read it, having been previously informed 
of its contents by the preliminary dispatch 
from Minister Woodford. 

One of the very few persons who had a 
glimpse of the note assured THE TRIBUNE 
correspondent that it was generally pacific 
in tone, and, so far from creating a war 
scare, in all probability would result in de- 
ferring action at least until the meeting 
of Congress. One official said that the uis- 
patch was substantially the same as al- 
ready indicated. Spain explains the Sa- 
gasta scheme of complete ‘autonomy for 
Cuba, and suggests that the United States 
could well afford to wait to see how the plan 
will work. 

The section about filibustering is believed 
to be the most objectionable part of the dis- 
patch. This was in answer to a suggestion 
made by Minister Woodford that the United 
States had patrolled an extensive coast 
line in good faith and at large expense for 
years, and that the time was at hand when 
this patrol must cease. He intimated that 
as the Senate had passed a belligerency reso- 
lution the House also might do so, in 
which case the President would act as Con- 
gress directed him unless Spain could prom- 
ise a speedy termination of the war. To 
this Spain has replied, in courteous terms, 
that the rebellion in Cuba could not have 
lived three months without supplies from 
the United States, thus demonstrating that 
the patrol by this country had been inef- 
fective even if maintained in good faith. 

It Is this portion of the dispatch, so it is 
said, which has annoyed State department 
people and given them the idea that Spain 
is endeavoring to shift the burden of the war 
in Cuba to the United States, in spite of the 
fact that this country, with an immense 
coast line, has prevented many expeditions 
from sailing, while Spain, with only the 
Cuban coast to guard, has never prevented 
the landing of a single important expedition. 

The State department takes the position 
that according to the well established prin- 
ciples of international usage the shipment 
of arms and munitions of war, when not 
accompanied by men or on an armed ship, 
is a perfectly legitimate commercial transac- 
tion. Such shipments are liable to seizure 
as contraband when they arrive in Cuban 
waters, but can be shipped openly from 
this country without violating neutrality. 
The hint from Spain about exercising the 
right of search was in reply to the sug- 
gestion that a recognition of belligerency 
might become necessary, thus giving filibus- 
tering expeditions the right to sail openly 
with regular papers, provided no eunlist- 
ments were made here. Spain retorted to 
this that if filibustering were recognized 
Spain, under the treaty of 1795, would at 
once have the right to search all ships of 
the United States on the high seas as well 
as in Cuban waters. There was no con- 
tention that such a right could be exercised 
prior to a recognition of belligerency. State 
department officials resent rather bitterly 
the attempt to hold this country respon- 
sible for filibustering, and are busily en- 
gaged preparing facts and figures to show 
how the navy, the revenue marine, and the 
court machinery have for years been at 
the service of the secret agents of the 
Spanish government, while the insurgents, 
deprived of ordinary rights as belligerents, 
with the broad right of friendly asylum, have 
been treated as little better than pirates or 
rioters. It is hinted that if there is any 
possible loophole in the Sagasta note by 
which war might ensue it is the section de- 


voted to filibustering.

HUNGARY SEEKS FREEDOM. 


Buda-Pesth, Oct. 27.—In the Lower House 
of the Hungarian Parliament today Baron 
Banffy, the Premier, replying to Herr 
Francis Kossuth, son of the celebrated Hun- 
garian patriot, who urged the government 
to“ take advantage of Austrian chaos and 
try for Hungary’s independence,” declared 
that the ministry had no intention of turn- 
ing Austria’s difficulties unreasonably to 
the advantage of the Hungarians. 

The union of the two countries,“ he de- 
clared, “ must be regarded as indissoluble. 
Should the Austrian constitutional system 
break down—which God forbid—the Hun- 
garian government would be obliged to act 
independently regarding the joint questions 
of the customs and commercial treaty be- 
tween Austria and Hungary and of the 
charter and privileges of the Austro-Hun- 
Zarian banks.“ 

This announcement caused a great sensa- 
tion and it is believed that Baron Banffy 
spoke with the consent of the Emperor- 
King and that his statement points to the 
possibility of absolutist government in 
Austria. 

Vienna, Oct. 27.—The present deadlock in 
the Reichsrath, owing to the German ob- 
struction, has created a critical situation, 
and in some. quarters a suspension of the 
Austrian constitution is believed possible. 

At today’s session of the Lower House, 
after an uproarious dispute between Dr. 
Kramarez, the Acting President, and the 
German opposition, the Chamber adopted 
by a large majority the Acting President's 
proposal to discuss the motions for the irn- 
peachment of the ministry at the morning 
sittings and to devote the evenings to the 


Hungary for a year, the delay in adopting 
which is causing much resentment in Hun- 
gary and rendering the passage of the treaty 
by the Hungarian Parliament extremely 
doubtful. 


FRANCE BLAMES CHAMBERLAIN 


Indicates That He Is at Fault in the 
Dispute with England in 
Africa. 


Paris, Oct. 27.—It is understood that the 
fundamental basis of difficulty between 
France and Great Britain in west Africa is 
that France declines to recognize the treaties 
concluded with native rulers by officers of 
the British Niger company, until the text 
of such treaties has been officially commu- 
nicated to France by the British govern- 
ment. 

The colonial group in the Chamber of 
Deputies, a small but energetic party ex- 
ercising great pressure upon the govern- 
ment, met today and passed resolutions 
calling upon M. Hanotaux, the Foreign Min- 
ister, to upheld French rights in North 
Dahomey, especially at Nikki and Boussa, 
and to reoccupy Bajouio, on the Niger, which 
the French abandoned two years ago be- 
cause unable to prove their title, 

The Republique Frangaise, in an evidently 
inspired article that represents the general 
feeling of the French press, ascribes the 
conciliatory attitude of Great Britain to 
Lord Salisbury, and blames Mr. Chamber- 
lain, the British Colonial Secretary, for the 
whole agitation. It also indicates that the 
preliminary discussion of the grounds to be 
covered by the Anglo-French conference on 
West African interests in dispute is likely to 
be very protracted. 


GERMAN SECRETS ARE EXPOSED 


Announced That Bismarck Had a Se- 
cret Understanding with 
Great Britain. 


Berlin, Oct. 27.—The Leipsic Nachrichten, 
commenting upon the recent article in the 
Italian magazine Nuova Autologia summar- 
izing the forthcoming book of Sig. Chiala, 
the Italian Senator and historian, who ad- 
vocates the withdrawal of Italy from the 
dreibund at the expiration of the present 
term and the formation of a zweibund be- 
tween Italy and Great Britain, says: 

As a result of Prince Bismarck’s policy 
Italy, despite her vacillations in 1892, re- 
mained in the dreibund. If Count Robilani 
made a previous agreement with England 
for the protection of Italian interests in the 
Mediterranean, he did only what Bismarck 
‘had done in the same circumstances. 


MAZOZAIS DECLARE FOR WAR. 


Notify Sir William Lockhart That They 
Will Oppose the Advance of 
the British. 


Simla, Oct. 27.—Replying to the proclama- 
tion of the British commander on the 
frontier, Sir William Lockhart, the Mazozais 
protest against the occupation of Khyber 
Pass, Samana Range, and Swat Valley by 
tht British forces and declare their intention 
of opposing British advance. 

The Mazozai leaders are now at Khurmana 
and are preparing to attack the Kurram 
Valley. A letter was received from these 
leaders yesterday evening asking whether 
the British intentions were peace or war. 
The Malakand position has been greatly 
strengthened and is now capable of stub- 
born defense. The British foragers have 
captured in the Khanki Valley 300 mules, 
laden with supplies.

Controversy Will Go to the Ar- 
‘ bitrators Soon. 


WILL WAIT ON THE JAPS. 


Honolulu, Oct. 20, via San Francisca, Cal., 
Oct. 27.—The Hawalian government's reply to 
Japan's latest letter will soon be forwarded 
and another step taken in the diplomatic 
controversy. The President and his Cabinet 
are busy at work on the last letter from the 
Japanese government. The tone of the docu- 
ment is much more pacific than any of the 
previous communications. This government 
will have some amendments to make to the 
latest proposal. 

The Japanese government is still very 
vague as to the amount of damage it will 
claim, and it seems as if the main point was 
the establishment of a precedent rather than 
compensation for the supposed injury in- 
flicted upon its subjects. 

The negotiations will have to be continued 
some time longer, as Minister Shimamura 
has no authority to accept the amendments 
to the protocol, and those will have to be 
forwarded to the Foreign Office at Tokio 
for approvaL It seems now that the con- 
troversy will go to arbitration within a 
few weeks. The China, sailing for Yoko- 
hama on the 29th inst., will carry the reply 
of the Hawaiian government. By the mid- 
dle of November the latter should reach 
the Foreign Office at Tokio. A reply from 
the Japanese government may possibly be 
received here on the Doric, due here Dec. 
10. 

By Christmas the whole imbroglio may be 
in the hands of arbitrators, providing there 
is not too much correspondence between the 
two countries to determine who the arbi- 
trators shall be. 


KILLED IN A NEW YORK CHURCH. 


Burglar While Trying to Rob the Poor 
Box Is Detected and Shoots 
a Policeman. 


New York, Oct. 27.— [Special. I—Burglar 
Fritz Meyer has confessed to the murder of 
Policeman Fred Smith early this morning in 
the Church of the Redeemer. He admits he 
was trying to rob the poor box. The police 
are certain that Meyer is chargeable with 
even a colder-blooded crime—the recent 
murder of Bellringer Stelz in the Church of 
the Holy Trinity in Williamsburg. Both 
murders were committed in churches; both 
were done in identically the same manner. 

Smith was one of the ablest and most 
faithful men on the police force. Fourteen 
years ago his daughter was killed in a fire 
panic in this same church in which her 
father was slain today. 

Meyer tried to escape after the murder 
this morning by jumping from a window. 
He was caught by a mob and badly beaten. 
He was so afraid of the mob’s vengeance 
that he begged the policemen who rescued 
him to end his life. 

Meyer concealed himself in the church 


while the October devotions of the rosary ~ 


were in progress. After all had left the 
church he attempted to rob the poor box, 
but in doing so set off a burglar alarm, 
which aroused the priest. A policeman was 
called and Smith responded with Policeman 
Conkling. They began to search the church. 
Smith opened a door into an adjoining room 
and the burglar shot him dead. 

The murder of Bellringer Stek in Brook- 
lyn left bloody hand-prints on the altar rail, 
and an effort will be made to identify Meyer 
with that murder by the marks. 

A comparison of the bloody handprint in 
the Brooklyn church and the murderer's 
hand shows that they tally almost exactly. 
The handprint is of the left hand and the 
first finger of it is much shorter than it 
should be. The finger of Meyer’s left hand 
has the end cut off. 


TALMAGE IS NOW THE PASTOR. 


Jefferson Park Presbyterian Church 
Crowded to Hear the New Minis- 
ter’s Father. 


The services in connection with the in- 
stallation of the Rev. Frank DeWitt Tal- 
mage as pastor of the Jefferson Park Pres- 
byterian Church last night were of an un- 
usual character. So great was the crowd 
which gathered on the outside of the church 
that the Rev. T. DeWitt Talmage, father of 
the new pastor, who preached the installa- 
tion sermon, rather than disappoint the 
thousand or more people gathered there, ad- 
dressed them from the church steps. 

It was just before the beginning of the reg- 
ular services and Mr. Talmage’s appearance 
was the signal for an outburst of applause. 

He spoke with regret of their inability to 
get inside the church, but said there was a 
place which they could reach if they so 
desired, and which was fraught with eter- 
nal joy for them, and that was heaven. 

The one dominant idea of his discourse 
later in the church was that the common 
people were as deserving of praise for the 
conscientious performance of their duties 
as those who occupied higher stations in 
life.

BRYAN IN OHIO—HI8 DISHONEST SCHEME 
EXPOSED 


The Hon. William J. Bryan is now in 
Ohio and making four speeches a day in 
favor of his debt-paying retrozctive 40- 
cent dollar and change of money standard 
to silver monometallism, which the voters 
of Ohio and of the United States repudiuted 
last year by an overwhelming majority. 

Bryan has been imported into Ohio by 
the free silver Democrats in order to warm 
up the believers in that pestilential heresy 
and induce them to redouble their exer- 
tions. This is in the hope and for the 
purpose of winning a majority of the Legis- 
lature, so that General A. J. Warner or 
John McLean of the Cincinnati Mnquirer, 
both free silverites, may be elected to the 
Senate. 

Bryan was ready enough to accept the 
invitation to go to Ohio, for be seizes every 
opportunity to present himself before the 
public and keep his issue alive. He is a 
charlatan who is unhappy when he is not 
spouting from the platform—a quack who is 
miserable unless he is prescribing his quack 
remedies. 

Bryan has gone to Ohio to advocate the 
free coinage of 40 cents’ worth of silver into 
a so-called dollar and to make it retroactive 
in discharge of debts contracted in money 
worth 100 cents on the doliar. But the 
great object he hopes to accomplish with 
those half bogus dollars he will not dwell 
on or describe. He may not even refer 
to it in his harangues. Keep that in mind, 
as it is the payment of debts in dollars worth 
less than half the value of the dollars in 
which those debts were coutracted. That 
is, he wants 40-cent dollars used retro- 
actively in the settlement of existing gold 
standard debts which should be discharged 
in 100-cent dollars. ä 

Bryan is careful not to state this. But 
when bis opponents chafge that such is 
his scheme he never contradicts them. 
Thus, without opening his own mouth, he 
manages to get his confiscatory ideas be- 
fore the debtors of the country who may be 
tempted to take advantage of a dishonest 
law. 

Those are the men whose active support 
he is hunting after. 
they see a prospect of a change by law of 
the money standard of the country which 
will enable them to sell all their products 


in cheap money prices and to. use the half 


bogus nioney they receive in the payment 
of good money debts, they will rally en- 
thusiastically for him and for cheap free 
silver. 

There are some such persons, but they 
ought not to overlook the fact that it is 
easier to pay good money debts with good 
money in good times than with bad money in 
bad times. Free coinage would breed and 
precipitate a fearful panic, which would 
throw multitudes of men out of employment, 
and as a natural consequence cut down 
consumption prices for produce and make 
money scarce and hard to get. The debtor 
would find himself unable to obtain even 
the cherp 40-cent dollar that he voted for, 
and thus he would have fooled himself by 
following Bryan. 

Business conditions are improving now. 
Prosperity is rapidly returning. Con- 
fidence on the part of business-men is being 
restored. Prices, and in good money, too, 
are advancing. Money is becoming 
abundant. The banks are looking for bor- 
rowers. The debtor ean get good money 
now at low interest on fair securities to 
pay to his creditor. He has nothing to gain 


but much to lose by debasing the currency 


and changing the established monetary 
standard. 

Nevertheless Bryan is set in his deter- 
mination to abolish good money and have 
cheap silver dollars, to be used retro- 
actively in the payment of gold standard 
obligations. 

When the Chicago platform, resolving in 
fa vor of 16 to 1, was submitted to the con- 
vention for adoption, Senator Hill of New 
York offered the following amendment to 
prevent retroactive injustice: 


But it should be carefully provided by law at 
the same time that any change in the monetary 
standard should not apply to existing contracts. 


Bryan sprang to his feet and yelled his 
objections. He denounced that honest 
amendment, giving a false, sophistical rea- 
son for his opposition. He knew that fully 
99 per cent of all the existing contracts, 
debts, and credits were based on gold mouey. 
values, and he was determined that the 
beneficiaries under those contracts should 
be swindled out of half or more of what was 
due them. The amendment was defeated 
on his niotion. | 

The people of Ohio should be promptly 
informed of these facts by the Ohio press. 

Retroactive legislation has always been 
condemned by sound morals and honest 
men. What would all fair-minded, just men 
say if a criminal law were to be adopted 
to take effect in the past and punish men for 
acts which ‘at the time they committed 
them had not been made crimes or mis- 
demeanors? It would be universally de- 
nounced. 

History relates instances where tyrants 
have done that to punish innocent men. 
But they have been censured and denounced 
as grossly unjust, base, wicked, and 
treacherous, whose memories ought to be 
execrated. 

How much better or more moral is 
Bryan's retroactive scheme to break and 
violate contracts and cheat men who have 
sold their property or loaned their capital 
in good faith in good money? Is it not 
worse than embezzlement, because the 
proposition is to use and employ the powers 
of Congress and the government to change 
long-standing laws for the express purpose 
of giving men who have borrowed or pur- 
chased other people’s capital on time a 
chance to defraud them out of half or two- 
thirds of their honest claims? 

Is not using and prostituting the powers 
of the federal government for that purpose 
villainously wrong, perfidiously vile, and 
damnably dishonest? Yet this is just ex- 
actly the purpose of Bryan’s mission to 
Ohio, and will be his central idea, however 
he may disguise and express it in his dozen 
harangues. 

If there had existed the slightest particle 
of an honest purpose in the 16 to 1 free coin- 
age plank on the part of Bryan he would 
not have objected to Senator Hill's amend- 
ment. 1 : 

It Bryan were sincere in his af}rmation 
that the 16 to 1 silver basis would be to the 
advantage of this country as a substitute 
for the old gold standard, and that cheap 
dollars—dollars of small purchasing power 
would promote the prosperity of the peo- 
ple of the United States, and without doing 
a wrong or injustice to any citizen, Bryan 
cf go have accepted Senator Hill's equita- 


ment and incorporated it in their platform:

mind that the Democratic platform was ad- 
vocating the confiscation or stealing of 8 or 
10 billions of property. That fear intensi- 
fied the panic and caused harder times until 
the election of McKinley and the action of 
Congress at the special session, and the 
calming of the popular apprehension of the 
huge swindle that had threatened the credit 
and business interests of the country. 
The honest money press of Ohio cannot 
too soon or too plainly expose Bryan's 
scheme to the voters of Ohio. T hey have 
but little time before the polls open in which 


to do it. 


WHAT BRYAN WILL NOT TELL THE 
BUCKEYES. - 

Bryan is in Ohio to make a dozen 
harangues this week in different part? of 
the State in advocacy of his dishonest 
program. But he will cover and conceal 
the worst of it under a mass of verbosity 
which will only inferentially reveal the 
scoundrelism of his mission. The things 
which he will not talk about or answer 
will be how his scheme of debt-scaling and 
repudiation of obligations will affect the 
people—and especially the poor man, on 
whom Bryan dotes and over whom he 
gushes and splutters. 

He will not tell the Ohioans that last 
year the State had 82.330 depositors in 
savings banks—-“ all poor men” who had 
placed to their credit 34 millions of dollars, 
and that it was all gold standard money 
when deposited and cost gold standard 
labor to earn. He will not tell them that 
if his 16 to 1 silver standard were adupted 
with its retroactive effect it would swindle 
82.336 “poor men —wage workers—out 
of 60 cents on the dollar of their hard 
earned money, thus paying them back but 
14 millions—doing them out of the other 
20 millions. Bryan will argue publicly that 
it would be to their benefit to have this 
enormous fraud practiced on them; and that 
the good of the State and of Democracy re- 
quires them to stand the loss and. make the 
sacrifice. ’ 

Mr. Bryan will not tell the poor’men ” 
of Ohio that there are fully 50 millions of 
paid up stock in the building and loan as- 
sociations of Ohio, organized to enable 
houseless people to buy and obtain cottage 
homes, and that this 50 millions is in gold 
value money, which the free silver standard 
applying retroactively will reduce to 00 
millions in money worth but 40 cents on the 
dollar, or 20 millions, This will do them 
out of 30 millions of their laboriously ac- 
cumulated money. These poor men num- 
ber fully 50,000 voters. 

There are 100,000 or more men in Ohio 
who hold life insurancé policies. Some of 
those policies are full paid, others partially 
so. The insurers have expected that in the 
event of their death the face of the policies 
would be paid their widows and orphaus in 
gold value money. Bryan’s retroactive free 
coinage would take off 60 cents from each 
dollar, end tens of thousands of families 
would be robbed of most of the provision 
which had been made for them. 

There are thousands of voters who are 
depositors in the national and State banks 
of Ohio. Bryan proposes to cheat them out 
of three-tifths of their deposits. 

There are multitudes of Ohivans who 
have loaned money to their neighbors or 
who have sold property on time on the 
gold bacis. They, too, are to be cheated 
to the tune of 60 cents on the dollar. 

There are in Ohio about 75,000 old 
soldiers who draw pensions. Bryan would 
rob them of three-fifths of their muney. 
Are they ready to submit to that? 

Ohio swarms with people whom Bryan 
proposes to swindle by means of a retro- 
active policy which he does not dare to 
justify or talk about. If any of them go 
to the meetings he is attending they should 
put some pointed questions to him and give 
him a lively whirl. 

And the Republican papers and speakers 
should use the few days left to them in 
showing up the rascalities of Bryanisin, so 
that the people understanding the situation 
may turn out and vote to repudiate his 
damnable, destructive doctrines, 


THE UNION PACIFIC SETTLEMENT. 

President McKinley’s announced deter- 
mination to ask the courts to postpone the 
sale of the Union Pacific road to the 15th of 
December, so that Congress might act in 
the niatter, has had a most gratifying ef- 
fect. It has saved the government 8 mil- 
lion dollars, and assured the payment of 
every dollar of principal and interest due 
on account of the Union Pacific proper. 

The Reorganization committee was 80 
anxious to avoid all delays, so fearful! of 
what might happen if the question got back 
into the hands of Congress, and so unwilling 
to run «ny risk of losing a profitable bar- 
gain, that it promptly advanced its bid a 
second time to a reasonable figure. 

The original proposal made to President 
Cleveland was to bid 45% millious for the 
government lien on the Union Pacific and 
the Kansas Pacific roads. President Me- 
Kinley and Attorney General McKenna 
concluded that that was not enough, and 
the syndicate agreed without delay to pay 
49 millions, which would have left the 
government out 21 millions, the total in- 
debtedness of the two roads being 70 mil- 
lions, 

But the President did not think 49 mil- 
lions was enough. He was aided in coming 


to that conclusion by the figures given. 


in the New York World, which has been 
devoting special attention to this subject. 
That paper stated that the actual selling 
value in Wall street of property which the 
syndicate proposed to capitalize for 261 
millions was 154% millidns, or 117% mil- 
lions above the first mortgage bonds. 
Hence it insisted that the acceptance of 
the syndicate bid would amount to a gift 
of 20 millions to that syndicate by the gov- 
ernment, and would enable the former to 
make a clear profit of 30 millions. 

The result of the intimation that the sale 
would be postponed shows that the World 
was correct in its allegation that the syn- 
dicate would have pocketed enormous 
profits. For the Reorganization committee 
decided at once to raise its bid for the 
Union Pacific alone to about 58 millions if 
the sale, fixed for next Tuesday, was not in- 
terfered with. 

The Union Pacific indebtedness is 58 mil- 
lions, 27 1-5 millions being principal and 
80 4-5 millions defaulted interest. Thus the 
sum which the Reorganization committee 
agrees to pay will wipe out that entire in- 
debtedness. , 

The government is not entitled to receive 
a cent more than that. If the road were to 
sell for 200 millions the government could 
demand only its 58 millions. If the syn- 
dicate makes money by paying less for 
the road than it is actually worth, that is 
nothing to the government so long as it gets 
its dues. ‘ 

The sale of the Kansas Pacific has been 
set for the 15th of December. This will 
give Congress an opportunity to decide 
what shall be done regarding that road, in 
which the government is interested to the 
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| Denver extension of that road. Neverthe- 


less the lien is worth something. There is 
an impression that the reorganizers of the 
Union Pacific, in their desire to get hold of a. 
road which in other hands may be a formid- 
able competitor, will pay the government a 
fair price for its interest. It is not impos- 
sible that it will pay the entire 13 millions, 
and that President McKinley will be able to 
inform Congress before the close of the year 
that the Union Pacific and Kansas Pacific 
indebtedness of 70 millions has been ex- 
tinguished. ‘i 

President McKinley has managed this 
matter with signal shrewdness. Had he 
let matters stand in the shape they were in 
when he succeeded Mr. Cleveland, the gov- 
ernment would have lost 25 millions. 
Thanks to his wise policy, based on a firm 
belief that the road was worth a great 
deal more than the syndicate hoped to get 
it for, the government will only lose 13 mil- 
lions even if not a cent is received on 
account of the Kansas Pacific. 

As for the syndicate, even if it pays all 
that is due on account of the two roads, it 
will have a good bargain. It will be able to 
divide about 10 millions in profits. That 
should satisfy Mr. Morgan and his as- 
sociates. 


THE LATE GEORGE M. PULLMAN’S WILL 

The will of the late George M. Pullman 
was probated yesterday. It bears date 
Sept. 17, 1897, and its various bequests 
will be read with more than ordinary in- 
terest, as so many of them are devoted to 
the benefit of public institutions. 

By the terms of the will the widow re- 
ceives the homestead on Prairie avenue, 
$50,000 in cash during the first year after 
his death, and a like sum annually during 
her life from the income of stocks and 
bonds set apart His daughter Florence 
receives the summer home known as Castle 
Rest, and she and her sister also receive 
the income of $1,000,000 annually. The 
will refers to the two sons as incapable 
of properly administering a large prop- 
erty, and leaves them but $3,000 a year 
euch. One brother, Charles, is given the 
income of $25,000; the brothers, Royal and 
James, $50,000 each; and the sisters, Heien 
and Efhma, $50,000 each. Handsome sums 
are also left to other relatives, to several 
of his employés, and his servants are also 
well remembered. 

The public will be more interested in 
learning what has been set aside for the 
public benefit, and iu this respect Mr. Full- 
man has been most generous. He leaves 
$130,000 to be distributed as follows: St. 
Luke's Hospital, $20,000, and the Listoric- 
al society, Home for Self-Supporting Wom- 
en, Hospital for Women and Children, 
Nursery and Half Orphan Asylum, Home 
for the Friendless, Chicago Orphan Asy- 
lum, Humane society, Relief aud Aid so- 
ciety, Old People's Home, TF resbyterian 
Hospital, and Newsboys’ Home, $10,000 
each. The principal bequest, however, is 
one of $1,200,000 for a manual training 
school in the Town of Pullman—$200,000 
for the ground and buildings and $1,000,000 
for its maintenance. This not only shows 
how strong a hold the Town of Pullman 
had upon his affections but it will be his 
lasting monument. 

The estate is estimated to be worth 
$7,600,000 above all debts, the personal 
estate being valued at $6,800,000 and the 
real at $800,000. The text of the 
will is printed elsewhere, and a careful 
reading of it will show that Mr. Pullman 
in the framing of it took the same high, 
practical, common sense views of things 
which always characterized him during his 
lifetime. He has returned to the people 
of Chicago a handsome installment of the 
money he has made here, his public be- 
quests amounting to $1,350,000. 


THE LOVERING INVESTIGATION.

In the meantime there are some aspects of 
the case that may be regarded as fair sub- 
jeets of discussion, in view of the efficiency 
of the military service and its relation to 
the welfare of the whole country, notwith- 
standing an apparent disposition among 
some military ofticials to regard such dis- 
cussion as an unwarrantable intrusion 
upon a department with which the public 
press has nothing to do, 5 

As for the soldier Hammond, while enti- 
tled to all his rights as a soldier, he may be 
regarded as a mere incident in the affair. 
It is not necessary in this connection to in- 
quire whether he was right or wrong iu 
the claim that the officer of the day had no 
right to impose any other punishment upon 
him than to keep him in confinement until 
he could be returned to his regiment. This 
is a question that may be left entirely to 
the military authorities, Judged by the 
statements of Captain Lovering as well as 
other witnesses, there seems to be no ques- 
tion as to the real facts of the case. These, 
so far as the treatment of the soldier Ham- 
mond goes, appear to be substantially as 
stated at the time by the press in this city. 
The question at issue, therefore, is not one 
of fact, but was the treatment of Ham- 
mond in violation of any law, either as to 
its letter or spirit or in aceordance with 
sound military policy? 

The State and national constitutions are 
agreed upon the principle that “ cruel and 
unusual punishment” shall be prohibited, 
and this principle is made specifically applic- 
able under the State law to convicts in the 
State penitentiary. In the national consti- 
tution no exception is made as to any branch 
of the public service. So far from that, 
persons convicted of offenses under the 
laws of the United States and serv.ng sen- 
tences in State penitentiaries are made 
subject to the same discipline and treat- 
ment as those sentenced by the courts of 
the State, while under the laws regulating 
the conduct of officers of the navy upon the 
high seas, “ any cruel and unusual punish- 
ment” of & seaman by the officer of any 
vessel is prohibited under penalty of a fine 
not exceeding $1,000 or by imprisonment 
not exceeding five years, or by both. The 
laws also prescribe explicitly what punish- 
ment may be inflicted upon seamen in the 
naval service. 

While the army is governed by a system 
of regulations of its own, distinct from the 
navy, it is reasonable to assume that the 


alty of the same fine that may be ſnflieted 
upon a private for a like offense; while in 
the navy an officer is subject to trial by 
court-martial for “cruelty toward or op- 
pression or maltreatment of any person 
subject to his orders.” The following pro- 
vision (article 54 of section 1,342 of the 
United States laws, under title “The 
Army) seems to apply specifically to the 
case in hand: 


Every officer commanding in quarters, garrison, 
or on the march is required to keep good order, 
redress abuses or disorders which may be commit- 
ted by any officer or sotdier under his command, 
and if, on complaint made to him of officers or 
soldiers beating or otherwise ill treating any per- 
gon . he refuses or omits to see justice done 
to the offender and reparation made to the party 
injured, so far as part of the offender's pay shall 
go to such reparation, he shall be dismissed from 
the service of otherwise punished, as a court- 


martial may direct. 

This provision makes the commanding of- 
ficer, therefore, responsible for the acts of 
his subordinates. The only question would 
seem to be, is the soldier a “ person within 
the meaning of the law? 

The pretext given for the treatment of 
Hammond—-and, of course, for like treat- 
ment of other soldiers—is that it was neces- 
sary in order to enforce discipline. Even if 
this were true—which is to be questioned 
it is not to be justified if in violation of law. 
But there is another question which is no 
less important than that of discipline—-and 
that is the composition of the army itself. 
The character of the men composing the 
army cannot fail to be influenced largely by 
the men in command. What sort of an 


army shall we have when the men com- 


posing it are liable not only to punishment 
for any offense of which they may be 
guilty, but to be treated with studied ip- 
dignity if not with torture? What sort of 
conduct may be expected from men re- 
ceiving such treatment when their services 
are needed upon the battlefield? What 
wonder is it in the face of such examples 
as this that enlistments are few and far 
between, and that recruits, when they do 
not come from the very lowest orders, con- 
sist only of those who are driyen into 
the army to escape starvation.

SOURCES OF SUGAR SUPPLY. 

The August summary of Americ®m com- 
merce, issued by the Treasury department, 
contains an interesting comparative dia- 
gram showing the quantities of sugar sent 
to the United States during the fiscal years 
1894 and 1897 by the different countries 
from which it is in the habit of buying that 
commodity. 

The following table gives the percentage 
of the total imports for each of the two 
years from the sugar producing regions of 
the world. The grand -total for 1894 was 
4,206 million pounds, and for 1807 it was 
4,719% million pounds:

The effect of the Cuban war is apparent. 
Three years ago the United States got a 
trifle more than half its sugar from that 
island and Puerto Rico. It gets now less 
than one-seventh. The chief gainer by that 
bloody Cuban struggle has been Germany, 
which has nearly quadrupled its percentage 
of exports. In 1894 the United States took 
of her 354% million pounds of sugar and 
during the last fiscal year 1,511% million 
pounds. What would the German sugar 
manufacturers have done without the 
United States? 

The table shows also to what an extent 
cane. sugar has been supplanted by beet 
sugar. Three years ago beet sugar consti- 
tuted only about 13 per cent of the total im- 
ports of sugar. For the last fiscal year the 
beet sugar percentage is 40. 

Under the new tariff there is an extra 


duty on beet sugar equal to the amount of 


the government bounty paid the producers, 
That duty will give the cane sugar produc- 
ers a special advantnge, of which they will 
not be slow to avail themselves. Oonse- 
quently, while the tariff remains un- 
changed, the percentage of beet sugar im- 
ported will be much less than it was last 
year.

High Society in England Finds a Way, 
to Circumvent the Sunday : 
Law. 1 

A curious example of how London com- 
promises with its pretended puritanism was 
furnished recently by the opening of the 
Grafton Supper club. This institution ig 
merely high society's way of circumventing 
the early closing laws which drive every- 
body out of the restaurants at midnight on 
Saturday and a half hour later on other 
days. The Prince of Wales, Earl Coventry, 
Earl Onslow, and many other peers, M. P.’s, 
and other of society's most prominent lead- 
ers are forced to resort to a subterfuge, 
which is usually regarded as one of the mos? 
vicious features of London night life. They 
have organized this club, which is quartered, 
on Saturday nights only, at the Grafton 
Galleries, off Bond street. Saturday is the 
fashionable theater night in London, and 
after the first performance of the Marquis 
of Lorne's new. opera at Covent Garden a 
large section of the fashionable audience 
drove to the quarters of the new club, which 
mad a most brilliant opening. A famous 
Piccadilly caterer supplied the supper. The 
galleries were opened as a promenade for the 
revelers, and, according to club prospectus, 
there was dancing for two or three hours 
later. 

In other words, English high society 
demonstrated in a most brilliant and effec- 
tive way that England's strict Sabbatarian 
laws are the merest humbug. This, of 
course, is a long way from any change in the 
pretense of observing Sunday, which the 
statute books, no doubt, will keep up for 
many a long day yet.—New York Sun.

Perils of the Ratiway Mail Service. 


The remarkable number of fatalities among. 
railway, mall clerks in recent wrecks calls 
fresh attention to the extreme hazards tak- 
en by these public servants. It is claimed by 
those who have taken some pains to gather 
statistics that the death rate is greater in 
proportion to numbers than in actual war- 
fare. This seems almost incredible, yet it 
is apparent to every one who investigates 
that of all the positions in the railway 
service that of the mail clerk is accompa- 
nied by the greatest risk. It is generally 
supposed that the engineer and fireman have 
the most dangerous posts, but they always 
have at least a moment's warning and are 
often able to save themselves by jumping. 

Active preparations are being made among 
the mail clerks to petition Congress for bet- 
ter protection. Those who have the matter 
in charge are considering various sugges- 
tions that may take the form of recommen- 
dations, One reform that will probably be 
asked is that the mail coaches be placed 
after instead of before the baggage cars, the 
through baggage coach, which is usually 
unoccupied by baggagemen while the train 
is in motion, to take the place next the en- 
gine, now invariably assigned to the mail 
coach. It is also probable that the govern- 
ment will be asked to supply its own cars 
and to make them of steel, and without plat- 
forms, which facilitate the telescoping 
process and its frightful results.—Kansas 
City Journal. 


Rayleigh’s Way to Strengthen Nega- 
tives. 


Pall Mall Gagette: Lord Rayleigh: has 
published a novel and ingenious way of in- 
tensifying weak photographic pictures, not 
by chemical but by physical means. It is 
well known that a weak positive transpar- 
ency shows much greater contrasts of light 
and shade when held in front of a white 
sheet of paper than when held up to the 
light. This is due.to the fact that through 
the transparent parts the white paper is 
seen with little loss of brilliancy, while the 
more opaque parts act, ab it were, twice 
over, once when the light passes through to 
the paper and once when it is reflected bac 
to the eye. Lord Rayleigh's method, bas 
this fact, is to back a weak negative ¥ 
flat polished reflector, and to copy it 
camera by means of the usual conds 
lens, with the light placed as much in a line 
with the copying lens as possible. The posi- 
tive thus obtained can be used to make a 
still further intensified negative in the same 
manner. To get rid of the effect of false 
light reflected by the optical surfaces, it is 
necessary either to give a slight slope to the 
condensing lens, or, if this is not ued, to 
attach a prism of glass to the face of the 
negative to be copied. if

Success of the Administration 
with Union Pacific. 


ALL DOUBT CLEARED UP. 


McKenna Is Also Confident as to 
Kansas Pacific. 


GOOD VALUE IN THE ROAD. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 27.—[Special.]— 
Attorney General McKenna, in speaking of 
the present Union Pacific situation, said to- 
day: There has been a great deal of 
misapprehension in the matter of the separ- 
ation of the sales of the Union Pacific and 
the Kansas Pacific properties. The fact is, 
we have not separated them in any sense in 
which they were not already separated, ex- 
cept that the time between the sales has 
been lengthened out. Formerly the Union 
Pacific property was to be sold Nov. 1 and 
2, waich rule will now go on, and the Kan- 
sas Pacific on the 8d, 4th, and 5th of Novem- 
ber. That sale has been postponed until 
Dec. 15. 

The reorganization syndicate did, it is 

true, guarantee, if the government would 
proceed to foreclose, that bids on the two 
properties aggregating $50,000,000 would be 
made; but there was no statement as to 
what part of that sum should rest on the 
Union Pacific and on the Kansas Pacific, re- 
spectively. Now we have been assured our 
full claim on the Union Pacific and beyond 
that point the government cannot, of course, 
bid. 
On the Kansas Pacific property, the sale 
of which has been postponed, there must be 
a bid of $12,300,000 or no sale. That upset 
price was made by Judge Sanborn’s division 
of the interests. This sum will give the 
government about $5,000,000 and the bid 
may run very much above that figure. 


Gets the Debt in Full. 


„The government will get dollar for dollar 
of its debt om the Union Pacific, and in con- 
sequence of that result the Central Pacific 
must, in settlement of its indebtedness, pay 


the same. It cannot escape from that now, 


and this administration thinks it is entitled 
to the credit for bringing about this condi- 
tion of affairs. 

Who would have thought,“ continued 
Mr. McKenna, “ even as late as a month 
ago, that the United States would ever get 
out all the money she had put into the Union 
Pacific? I venture that nobody except 
President McKinley and myself. I think 
we have done very well. We started witha 
proposition from the Reorganization com- 
mittee to pay $45,000,000 for the road. Now 
it has agreed to pay $58,000,000 for the Union 
Pacific alone, leaving the Kansas Pacific 
line to be disposed of separately. At most, 
if the Kansas Pacific be sold at its lowest 
possible price, under the terms of Judge San- 
born’s decree, the government stands to 
lose $7,000,000. But the government will get 
every dollar of its debt on that line, as well 
as that on the Union Pacific. The road isa 
good one—a profitable local line, if nothing 
else, and well worth the $20,000,000 neces- 
sary to clear off the government debt. The 
Reorganization committee in its prosrectus 
provides for the placing of over $30,000,000 
of securities on the Kansas line—a fair in- 
dication, certainly, of their idea of its 
value.“ 


Every Agreement Observed. 


Mr. McKenna spoke of the comments that 
had been made, in public and private, upon 
the action of the administration, calling at- 
tention to the criticism of a financial journal 
in New York to the effect that it had not 
kept its contract with the Reorganization 
committee—an imputation of bad faith. 

That is not so,’’ said the Attorney Gener- 
al, with emphasis. Every stipulation 
made by the represéntatives of the govern- 
ment has been explicitly carried out.” 

„Will Coates & Co. buy the Kansas Pa- 
cific?’ the Attorney General was asked. 

“They may buy the Union Pacific,“ Mr. 
McKenna answered. 

They have until Friday to deposit the 
$5,225,000 of cash and bonds with Commis- 
sioner Cornish at Omaha to qualify them as 
bidders under the terms of the decree. It 
can be done by telegraph if they want to. 
But,“ he said in conclusion, I expect the 
Reorganization committee will buy the Kan- 
sas Pacific railroad, as it will the Union Pa- 
cific, and pay the full amount due the gov- 
ernment for it. It cannot abandon it 
after having gone so far as it has in 
underwriting securities for it under the new 
arrangement.” 


As Viewed in London. 


London, Oct. 28.—The Times in its finan- 
cial article this morning says: 

We understand that British capitalists 
promised only £1,000,000 toward the pur- 
chase of the Union Pacific railway, the other 
19,000,000 being found in the United States. 
Moreover, half of that million has since 
been taken over by American capitalists, 
so that only a half million will leave Lon- 
don, while the United States government 
is not expected to disturh New York by 
blocking up a hole with £10,000,000 sterling, 
but will leave it with the banks on deposit.“ 


Deposit of a Guaranty. 

New York, Oct. 27.—In anticipation of the 
sale of the Union Pacifie railroad under fore- 
closure of the government lien, a check for 
$6,000,000 was deposited today for the ke- 
organization committee with Special Master 
Cornish. The check represents 10 per cent 
of the sum to be paid for the road, and its 
deposit was required as a guaranty of 
ability to meet the conditions of the sale. 


GIVE THE CREDIT TO MR. GAGE. 


Secretary Helped in Engineering Union 
Pacific Deal—The Government Will 
Now Lose Nothing—Charges of 
Bad Faith Have No Foundation. 


[An evening city paper has the following from 
Washington.] 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 27.—The President 
and Attorney General McKenna are giving 
Secretary Gage a large share of the credit 
for having successfully engineered the nego- 
tiations which resulted in securing the offer 
to pay in full the government’s equity of 
$58,000,000 in the main line of the Union Pa- 
cific system. Mr. Gage has kept in the 
background in this matter, but his counsel 
and advice has been asked at every stage.

It is assured 
of the repayment of every dollar in principal 
and interest that it has paid out for the 
Union Pacific or that it will have paid out 
when all the subsidy bonds are taken. up.

What basis is there for the plea which 
is made by parties pretending to speak for 
the Reorganization committee that the ad- 
minisgration has been acting in bad faith 
and holding the committee up?“ I asked. 

None whatever,” he replied. ‘‘ Members 
of the committee may feel disgruntled right 
now because they have been obliged t6 pay 
more for the property than they supposed 
‘would be necessary, but they have no rea- 
son to complain of bad faith. We have act- 
ed strictly within our legal rights from first 
to last, and to the best of our ability have 
protected and guarded the interests of the 
government. We are not here to see that 
the reorganization gets a valuable property 
at a bargain, but to represent the side of the 
people, and I think we may say that we have 
done so successfully, and that we have per- 
formed a fairly creditable service. We have 
acted toward the Union Paeific Reo 


tee may have felt that they had a right to 
assume that the government was at the end 
of its rope in the matter, and that they were 
out of the woods, This conclusion on their 
part, if they reached it, as suggested, was 
altogether the result of their own reason- 
ing, based on what they believed to be the 
government's condition, and not upon any 
pledges or agreements, implied or named. 
That the government was able to discover 
a way to obtain an increased amount for 
the property over and above the amount 
guaranteed by the Reorganization commit- 
tee is a fortunate thing for the people, but it 
does not afford the slightest foundation for 
any charges or insinuations of bad faith on 
our part, and I cannot believe that any such 
charges were actually made by those who 
are in a position to know and understand 
all the cireumstances. 

“We feel very well satisfied over the out- 
come. The government will receive for a 
part of the Union Pacific system $8,000,000 
more than was insured to it by the guaran- 
ty bid for the whole, and we have the Kansas 
Pacific branch yet to dispose of. What will 
be done with that is something yet to be de- 
termined. The decree of the courts pro- 
vides that there need be no sale of the road 
unless the .entire amount of the govern- 
ment's claim, which is about $13,000,000, is 
provided for. It is within the power of the 
government to sell the property for what it 
will bring or bid it in. What course will be 
pursued remains to be decided.“ 


CENTRAL PACIFIC COMES NEXT. 


Proceedings on the Part of the Govern- 
ment to Realize on Its Equities 
Are Expected. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 27.—Attorney 
General McKenna today fully confirmed the 
statements ds to the recent offer of the 
Reorganization committee and its accep- 
tance by the government, by which the full 
amount of the government's claim against 
the main line of the Union Pacific road, 
principal and interest, is guaranteed. This 
amount is something in excess of $58,000,- 
000 and includes outstanding government 
bonds issued in aid of the road to the amount 
of $19,076,512. Of this sum $15,919,512 be- 
comes due on Jan. 1, 1898, and $3,157,000 on 
Jan. 1, 1899. 

Whether or not the Reorganization com- 
mittee's increased bid of $50,000,000 holds 
good to a proporitionate share as to the 
Kansas Pacific road is an open question. 
The Master in Chancery fixed this amount 
at approximately , $5,000,000, and the con- 
tention undoubtedly will be that the guaran- 
tee offer as to this amount holds good. 

This question, however, is regarded as of 
little or no consequence, as it is confidently 
expected that at the Kansas Pacific sale, 
which no doubt will take place on Dec. 15, 
the Reorganization committee will bid up 
to the full amount of the goveenment’s 
claim and the first mortgage bonds. Their 
interests, it is said, would compel them to 
do this. If by chance, however, the com- 
mittee’s bid should fall short of the full 
amount of the government's claim it is al- 
most certain that the government itself, 
acting under the authority conferred by the 
act of 1887, will be prepared to bid in the 
property. 

The next move of the government toward a 
final settlement of the whole bond aided rail- 
road question, it is said, will be the in- 
stitution of proceedings against the Central 
Pacific road. The government has con- 
tended that this road is already in default, 
and therefore subject to foreclosure, but, in 
any event, it is said, the road must default 
on the Ist of next January. On the Ist 
of the present month the Central Pacific’s 
debt to the government aggregated $61,824, - 
463, of which amount $35,986,348 is unpaid 
interest and the remainder principal. In 
aid of this road the government now has out- 
standing $19,811,120 in bonds, of which 610, 
614,120 fall due on Jan. 1 next, and $9,197,000 
on Jan. 1, 1899. 


ARGUE ON ALCOHOL QUESTION. 


Both Sides in the Controversy Appear 
Before the Congressional Commit- 
tee at the Auditorium, 


The Chicago session of the special Con- 
gressional committee to investigate the use 
of alcohol in the arts and manufactures 
opened yesterday at the Auditorium Hotel 
with Senator O. H. Platt of Connecticut and 
Representatives Benton McMillin of Ten- 
nessee, Walter Evans of Kentucky, and 
Charles A. Russell of Connecticut in at- 
tendance. The object of the committee is 
to ascertain if the use of alcohol in the arts 
and manufactures can be increased by a re- 
duction of the internal revenue tax of $1.10 
a gallon, which almost prohibits its common 
use, or by legislation of a similar nature. 

Walter Barker of the American Spirits 
Manufacturing company of Peoria argued 
for free alcohol or a reduction of the tax. 
Samuel Woolner of the Atlas distillery, Peo- 
ria, said that under the 70-cent-a-gallon tax 
the consumption of alcohol in commerce 
was 12,000,000 gallons a year. Under the 
90-cent tax it had fallen to 8,000,000 gallons, 
while under the $1.10 tax it had dropped to 
4,000,000. In addition there had been a loss 
of 10,000,000 gallons annually in export 
trade, due to retaliation of foreign nations. 
Mr. Woolner said there ought to be twice 
the present consumption of alcohol if re- 
strictions were removed from its commercial 
use. 

Watts De Golyer and George E. Van Wirt, 
the first named representing the varnish 
manufacturers of Chicago and the latter ap- 
pearing as President of the Chicago Paint, 
Oll, and Varnish club, argued against re- 
moving the restriction. Mr. De Golyer said 
there was $10,000,000 invested in the oil 
varnish industry in Chicago alone and hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars in other parts 
of the country, which would be materially 
injured by the relaxation of the restriction 
now placed on the alcohol traffic. Mr. Van 
Wirt insisted that the cheapness of the spirit 
product under a free law would lead to dis- 
honesty in the filling of contracts, when the 
purchaser would for the time being be de- 
ceived into accepting the inferior article. 

The United States alone maintains a tax 
on alcohol. It is argued by the supporters 
of the free idea that American industries 


would be fostered by the removal of the 


duty, because alcohol enters into the manu- 
facture of combustibles now imported in 
large quantities by the government and in 
other goods consumed in large quantities at 
home. 

The Standard Oil company opposes the 
removal of the tax, as the use of naphtha, 
one of the principal articles dealt in by the 
company, would be interfered with to a 
great extent. 

The hearing will continue today and to- 
morrow. The committee leaves on Saturday 
morning for St. Louis. On Friday the phar- 
macists and patent medicine people will be 
heard from through C. 8. N. Hallberg.

Ex-Policemen Meet to Perfect 
an Organization. 


CHARLES TURK PRESIDES. 


Star Leaguers Are to Be Barred 
from Membership. 


ROSS FACTION NOT PRESENT. 


Forty ex-policemen, all victims of Chief 
Kipley’s latest order, met at the Feople’s 
Institute on West Van Buren street last 
evening and took preliminary steps toward 
forming a permanent organization to be 
composed of ex-policemen, regardless of pol- 
itics, only Star-leaguers being barred from 
membership. Through the careless word- 
ing of the call published yesterday morning 
only a tenth of the 400 or more men who 
were dismissed from the force on Tuesday 
were present, but enough were on hand to 
take the necessary action, and a general 
meeting was called for Saturday evcning at 
8:30 o’clock in the People’s Institute. Sev- 
eral committees were appointed for the pur- 
pose of interesting every ex-policeman in 
the city and to prevail upon as many as 
possible to attend the meeting. 

Charles Turk occupied the chair. Several 
speeches: were made, but under the ruling 
of the chair no hot” speeches were al- 
lowed. Chief Kipley was but mildly ar- 
raigned, but the few speakers who attempt- 
ed to indulge in roasts were promptly 
called to order. 


Organization the First Thing. 


Let us get down to work on the organiza- 
tlon,“ said Chairman Turk, and after we 
have an organization we can take up the 
question of Chief Kipiey's methods and the 
Star league and handle them as they deserve 
to be handled.“ 

The object of the new organization, as ex- 
plained by the chair, was to encourage the 
enactment and euforcement cf laws thai will 
make it possible to divorce the Police de- 
partment from politics. To take the police 
force out of the hands of politics and politi- 
clans, and the mutual beucfit of ex-police- 
men, was the way the Committee on Organi- 
zation expressed it. Every ex-policeman, 
regardless of politics, is to be eligibie to 
membership, except Star-leaguers, and also 
with the exception of men who have been 
discharged from the force for bad conduct, 
tor men whose reputations and records are 
found, upon investigation, to be such as 
would injure the standing of the organiza- 
tion were they allowed to become members. 


Alexander Ross Not Present. 


Ex-Assistant Superintendent of Police 
Alexander Ross and his supporters were 
not present either in person or by proxy, 
and it was understood that the Ross fac- 
tion was out of sympathy with the move- 
ment. This Chairman Turk denied. 

Mr. Ross’ supporters are for the most 
part ex-pollcemen, said he, and are in 
sympathy with our attempt at organiza- 
tion. Through the unfortunate wording of 
our call, I dare say, over two-thirds of our 
friends mistook the date of the meeting. I 
am confident that Mr. Ross and his friends 
will be among us next Saturday evening, at 
which time a permanent set of officers will 
be elected.“

Meetings will be held the first and third 
Tuesdays in each month.

| DUCHESS OF TECK DEAD. 


EXPIRES AT WHITE LODGE UNDER 
THE SURGEON’S KNIFE, 


Recurrence of an Old Ailment the 
Cause—Her Daughter, the Duchess 
York, Present at the Bedside—Dead 
Woman a Cousin of Queen Victoria 
and Sister of the Duke of Cambridge 
—Public Mourning in Great Brit- 
ain. 


: — 
Richmond, Eng., Oct. 27.—The Duchess of 
Teck, cousin of Queen Victoria, sister of 
the Duke of Cambridge, and mother-in-law 
of the Duke of York, died at the White 
Lodge here at 3 o’clock this morning. She 
was born Nov. 27, 1833, and was married on 
June 12, 1856, to Prince Francis, Duke of 
Teck, eldest son of Prince Alexander of 
Wurtemburg, who was born Aug. 27, 1887. 
The death of the Duchess of Teck was 
entirely unexpected. It was supposed that 
she had entirely recovered from a com-

plaint which caused her considerable suffer- 
ing. During several days past active prepa- 
rations had been on foot for the dpening of 
a charity bazaar at Richmond, the Duchess 
having promised to be present at the cere- 
mony. The streets have been in process of 
decoration, and the bazaar itself was ap- 
proaching completion. Everything possible 
was being done to make the bazaar a mem- 
orable event and to do honor in every way 
possible to her Royal Highness. 


Recurrence of an Old Ailment. 


Many inquiries made today at the White 
Lodge, the residence here of the Duke and 
Duchess of Teck, show that it was only 
when the Duchess returned from the north 
a few days ago that there were slight symp- 
toms of a recurrence of an ailment for which 


| she sustained an operation in July 
last, but it was not or tent that any seri- 
ous consequences would ensue. 

On Monday, however, the Duchess became 
ill, though even then no serious symptoms 
were observed. But on Tuesday she became 
worse, and the London specialists who had 
previously operated on her were summoned 
to Richmond. They held a consultation and 
decided last evening that the life of her 
Royal Highness could not be sustained with- 
out another opération. This was success- 
fully performed, but the Duchess gradually 
sank and died at 3 o'clock this morning. 
The Duke of Teck is prostrated at the death 
of his wife. The Duchess of York was the 
only other member of the family present at 
the death of the Duchess. 

Until late last night fatal consequences 
were not expected. When the condition of 
her Royal Highness grew more serious her 
relatives were hastily summoned, and they 
have been arriving all the morning. 

The Duke and Duchess of Téck had four 
children, of whom the eldest, Princess Vic- 
torla Mary, born May 26, 1865, is the Duchess 


of York. 
Mother of Four Children. 


The Duchess of Teck was the daughter of 
the Duke of Cumberland, seventh son of 
George III. Her husband, the Duke of Teck, 
served in the Austrian army, was a Captain 
during the Austro-Italian campaign of 1859, 
was mentioned in dispatches for gallant 
conduct, but resigned after the campaign 
in 1866. 

Subsequently he ‘served with the British 

forces in Egypt in 1882, for which he re- 
ceived the Egyptian medal and the Khe- 
dive’s star, was mentioned in the dispatches, 
and was promoted to the rank of Colonel, 
unattached. The Duke is honorary Colonel 
of two British infantry regiments and Pres- 
ident of the Royal Britagnic society of Lon- 
don. 
An official statement has been issued to 
the effect that the Duchess of Teck died of 
cardiac failure two hours after the opera- 
tion which was performed upon her. 

The funeral will probably take place at 
Windsor. N

Little, Brown & Co. are the publishers 
who have undertaken this enterprise, 
and the Champlain edition, as they call it, 
is undertaken by special arrangement with 


the author's estate, of which Parkman's 


two surviving daughters are the chief repre- 
sentatives. 

The publishers have been fortunate in get- 
ting Professor John Fiske of Cambridge to 
write an extended and eloquent introduc- 
tion to the edition. The first two volumes 
are devoted to Pioneers of France in the 
New World,” and Professor Fiske's #htro- 
duction prefaces the first of these. As the 
noted Harvard professor was both a devoted 
admirer and a personal friend of Parkman, 
his essay is in itself an important piece of 
critical biography. 

During the delivery of a course of his- 
torical lectures in Boston in 1879 Professor 
Fiske had occasion to refer briefly to the 
conspiracy of Pontiac, and he said, among 
other things, that it was memorable as the 
theme of one of the most brilliant and fas- 
cinating books that has ever been written 
by any historian since the days of Herodo- 
tus.“ The words were scarcely out of his 
mouth when he happened to catch sight of 
Mr. Parkman in his audience. I ͤ had not 
observed him before,“ he continues, 
though he was seated quite near to me. I 
shall never forget the sudden start which he 
gave and the heightened color of his noble 
face, with its curious look of surprise and 
pleasure, an expression as honest and simple 
as one might witness in a rather shy school- 
boy suddenly singled out for praise. I was 
so glad that I had said what I did without 
thinking of his hearing me.“ 

In this eloquently appreciative vein Pro- 
fessor Fiske sketches the strange and heroic 
life story of Parkman and appraises his 
works.

Francis Parkman’s histories form one 
magnificent whole, telling from beginning to 
end the magnificent drama of the struggle 
between France and England for the pos- 
session of North America. One of the prime 
factors in the struggle was the red man. 
Whether it be true or not that Parkman's 
sojourn among the wild Indian tribes of the 
then untrodden Northwest was the cause 
of his subsequent infirmity and loss of eye- 
sight, it is certain that to this we owe his 
absolutely lifelike and sympathetic por- 
trayal of the Indians. His Indians are as 
much unlike Cooper’s as a living being is un- 
like a wooden cigar sign. Even Prescott’s 
Aztecs and Montezumas are creatures that 
never were on sea or land, because Prescott 
was compelled to draw them at second- 
hand. But Parkman had lived the life he 
was describing, and the story of his experi- 
ences, as found in his first book, The Ore- 
gon Trail,“ still has all the fascination of a 
romance. 

Every one should read the narrative of his 
strange life among the Ogallalas;: how he 
called the villagers together and regaled 
them sumptuously with boiled dog. and 
made them a skillful speech, in which he 
silenced their suspicions as to the cause of 
his presence among them; how he was com- 
pelled to hide the iliness that was even 
then heavy upon him, and to ride after 
buffaloes when without stimulus of excite- 
ment he could scarcely have kept from 
falling from the saddle, knowing full well 
that any exhibition of weakness would 
cause his red friends to put a knife into 
his back for the sake of his horse and rifle; 
how war parties were projected and aban- 
doned, and how he managed to gather an 
immense fund of folk lore from his friend 
Red Water, in spite of that worthy’s 
superstitious fear of imparting it to 
strangers. 

Red Water’s theory of thunder was that 
it “was a great black bird; once he had 
secn it in a dream swooping down from the 
Black Hills, with its loud roaring of wings; 
and when it flapped them over a lake they 
struck lightning from the water.“ Another 
old man said that the wicked thunder had 
killed his brother, a member of the thunder- 
fighting fraternity of medicine men. One 
afternoon a heavy black cloud was com- 
ing up, and they repaired to the top of the’ 
hill, where they brought all their magic ar- 
tillery into play against it. But the un- 
daunted thunder, refusing to be terrified 
darted out a bright flash, which struck the 
aforesaid brother dead as he was in the 
very act of shaking his long iron-pointed 
— — it. The rest scattered and ran 
yelling in an ecstasy of supers 
back to their lodges.“ R

Trustee Carter’s View. 


Trustee Carter said: 

“We will refer this whole matter to the 
Committee on Engineering, and the labor 
leaders will be given a chance to appear be- 
fore the committee and state their alleged 
grievance.

STAMPEDE STARTS IN EAST-BOUND 
‘FLOUR RATE REDUCTIONS. 


“Soo” Line Sets the Ball Rollins 
Other Companies Follow Suit—Ex- 
port and Domestic Business Alike 
Affected—Corn and Oats Feel the Cut 
—Simplification of Exchange Mile- 
age Ticket — Milwaukee and 5t. 
Paul Statement for September. 


If the managers of the Eastern roads had 
been satisfied with fair and reasonable 
rates they would now be doing a good and 
profitable business. But, with their usual 
avariciousness, when they saw an improve- 
ment in the financial and business condi- 
tions of the country, they commenced to 
screw up the freight rates little by little 
until they had become so prohibitive as to 
stop east-bound shipments by rail almost 
entirely. They had hoped the lake lines 
would aid them in the maintenance of ex- 
orbitant rates and had arranged with them 
to advance rates on Oct. 15. The lake lines 
failed, however, to carry out their part of 
the agreement and continued to take the 
business at the old rates. 

Last Monday the east-bound roads from 
Chicago and St. Louis were to have given 
grain and flour rates another twist upwards, 
but the tension appears to have been so 
great as to knock the rates galley west.“ 
and instead of an advance greatly reduced 
rates are being offered not only on export, 
but on domestic business as well. 

As announced in THE TRIBUNE yesterday, 
the oo line started the ball rolling 
down hill by announcing a five-cent reduc- 
tiop in the rate on flour from Minneapolis 
by rail and lake to New York. The Soo”’ 
Une's excuse for its action was that com- 


peting lines had made long-time contracts 


at the old rates that could not now be ter- 
minated. Upon investigation it was found 
such contracts were in existence, and a reg- 
ular stampede in rate reductions set in. 

The lake and rail lines from Chicago-to 
the East decided early in the day to follow 
the 800“ line’s example, and announced 
a rate of 15 cents a 100 pounds from Chicago 
to New York, 13 cents to Philadelphia, and 

2 cents to Baltimore. These rates are ap- 
plicable on domestic business. On export 
business still lower rates were announced. 
The Anchor line put in a rate of 12% cents 
to New York and 10% cents to Philadelphia 
and Baltimore on export grain and grain 
products. It was given out these rates 
would remain in effect until the end of navi- 
gation, because contracts had been made 
by certain lines that would not terminate 
until then. f 

During the afternoon advices were re- 
ceived that the St. Paul and Duluth had 
** busted’ the all-rail routes by announ- 
cing that, effective Nov. 1, it would reduce 
the rate on domestic flour, etc., from Min- 
neapolis to the basis of 22% cents a 100 
pounds to New York. Later it was an- 
nounced the Chicago-St. Paul lines would 
meet that rate via Chicago, and that the 
lake lines would make corresponding re- 
ductions in export as well as domestic rates. 

Corn and oat rates also took a tumble. 
Notice was given that on Oct. 30 the Chi- 
cago-St. Payl roads, in connection with the 
Grand Trunk, Boston and Maine, and Fitch- 
burg railroads, would take those articles 
from Minneapolis to. Boston and Portland 
at 24% cents a 100 pounds. This is on the 
basis of 20 cents ‘to New York, or a reduc- 
tion of five cents.

At the last meeting of the Mileage Ticket 
bureau of the Central Passenger association 
the Executive committee considered several 
plans looking to the simplification of the 
exchange ticket now used in connection with 
the interchangeable 1,000-mile ticket. The 
committee come to the conclusion that modi- 
fications should be introduced enabling a 
more expeditious issue of such tickets and 
thereby better subserving the convehience 
of users of the interchangeable mileage tick- 
et. 

To bring about the modification of the 
ticket so as to make ft more aceeptable to 
the purchasers the following action was 
taken: 

Resolved. That the plans suggested and 
such further recommendations as may be 
presented by members of the Mileage Ticket 
bureau or by others interested in this feature 
of the interchangeable ticket be immediate- 
ly taken under advisement and that mem- 
bers of the bureau confer with their respec- 
tive accounting departments that the Ex- 
ecutive committee may be enabled to make 
a final report on the subject for adoption by 
the next regular meeting of the bureau.“ 

Since then various plans for the modifica- 
tion of the ticket now in use have been sub- 
mitted to the Executive committee. The 
plan which stands the best show for adop- 
tion is the one submitted by Gerrit Fort, 
Secretary of the Central Passenger associa- 
tion. It retains all the essentials of pro- 
tection to the carrier, which the exchange 
ticket affords, without changing the pres- 
ent form of mileage strip or materially al- 
tering the present contract of the mileage 
ticket. The validating checks are con- 
secutively numbered slips consisting of two 
cpupons correspondingly numbered, sep- 
arated by a perforated line and gummed 
upon the back of the ticket, these slips to be 
invoiced to the ticket agent and accounted 
for by him, as he is now required to account 
for mileage exchange tickets. The mileage 
strip is to be identical with that now in use, 
except that the two portions will be entirely 
separated instead of being perforated as at 
present.

City Collector Joseph S. Martin is said to 
be weary of his job and may soon hand in his 
resignation. There is said to be hard feel- 
ing towards him because he tried to pur- 
suade Mayor Harrison not to take the New 
York trip, and failing in this refused to go 
himself.

Martin thinks, with Altgeld, the Mayor 
made a great mistake in going to New York 
to help Tammany, and, holding to that be- 
lief, could not consistently, even though the 
City Hall crowd and the County Democ- 
racy desired him to do so, become a member 
of the escorting party.

Controller Robert A. Waller and Corpora- 
tion Counsel Charles S. Thornton are the 
only heads of departments left at the City 
Hall, and nearly all the chief assistants are 
also away. So during the absence of Mayor 
Harrison and his employés the government 
is being run principally by subordinates. 
Mr. Waller is the Acting Mayor, Henry 
Lutzenkirchep, secretary of the Department 
of Public Works, has assumed the duties of 
Commissioner McGann, and Captain Col- 
leran, with the aid of Assistant Secretary 
Lynch, is running the police.
